Cutler, 
James anti Berry bad left for Tombstone, a 
courier arrived from the Gavilac mine, sixty 
miles from Cumpas, after Dr. Moore to at­ 
tend Charles Woeberling, Superintendent of 
the mine. The renegade Apaches attacked 
his camp on the 23d, killing one American 
and two Mexicana, carried off a little girl 
12 years old, and wonnded Mr. Woeberling. 
When Dr. Moore reached the mine Mr. 
Woeberling was daad. The informant don’t 
know the name of the American killed, but 
Mr. Berry says there were only two Ameri­ 
cans stopping at the mine—Newton Noble, 
formerly Sheriff of Sau Bernardino couDty, 
Cal., and a man named Burns.

The Surveyor-General’s Schedule—State 
Products for 1880—8hall We 
Have a Flood?—Etc. 


Surveyor-General Sbanklin has issued a 
pamphlet containing a schedule of the various 
agricultural products of the several counties 
of the State, compiled from the reports of the 
County Assessors made to him for the year 
1880. The schedule shows that these reports 
of the Assessors are more general and com­ 
plete, and we think more correct, too, than 
they have ever been in any preceding year. 
Every couaty in the State is represented in 
the schedule, excepting only Solano. The 
county of Alameda has Township Assessors, 
and two out of the six townships into which 
the cjuiiiy is divided are not represented. 
The county of Placer has District Assessors, 
and one of the districts of the three into 
which the county is divided is unrepresented. 
A review of this schedule will give a very 
goad idea of the agricultural condition of the 
State, and will show that a n ixed agriculture 
is becoming more general than in former 
years. While the leading product is wheat 
the schedule shows that a very large amount 
of barley, oats and cora arc produced, and 
that the cultivation of the last named graiu 
is becoming more general year by year. 
Another important fact is developed by the 
schedule, viz : tbs t wheat culture is gaiaing 
rapidly ia the southern ccast counties, where 
until a few years past it lias been supposed 
that wheat could not be' successfully and 
profitably grown. 
It will bs seen also 
that the dairy industries—the production 
of butter and cheese—are engaged in quite 
generally in all section:, of the State, 
and that the product of these articles is as­ 
suming large proportions. The number of 
huehe’.s of wheat produced in that year as per 
schedule wa3 36,9-12,622. Assuming that So­ 
lano county produced 1,057,378 bushels, which 
we consider a low estimate, and we have in 
round numbers 3S,000 000 bushels as the 
wheat product of the State for that year. 
These figures correspond very nearly with esti­ 
mates that have been made by deab-rs. based 
upon commercial transactions, asd may there­ 
fore be assumed as beirg approximately cor­ 
rect. An examination of the product of the 
several counties gives some instructive feat­ 
ures of this leading industry. 
Colusa 
couuty leads all others in the quantity pro­ 
duced, that county being credited with 
7,594.879 bushels, while the county of San 
Joaquin comes nex% having 4 9S6,526 bush­ 
els sot opinsice her name ; and Yolo comes in 
third, 3,808,000 bushels. Thus it will be 
noticed that Colusa is set down as haviDg 
produci d almost as much as the two next 
highest counties. The three next highest 
arc: Fresno. 3,780,780 bushels; Stanis­ 
laus 3 008 896 bushels; and Santa Clara, 
2,520,436 Two other counties are credited 
with ov„r 2.000 000 bushels each, viz : Sutter, 
2,038,135 feu-he’s, and Merced, 2,015.115 
bushels. Five others produced over 1,000 000 
bushels each—Contra Cesta, 1,938.040; Mon­ 
terey, 1,665 000; Tehama, 1,500,000; Tuol­ 
umne, 1,490,000; and Alameda, 1,204,200. 
Ten other c .unties produced over halt a mill­ 
ion bushels each—L -s Aríceles, 791,200 bush- 
o s; Ssn Ee i: , 780,000 bushels; Sonoma, 
764,448 nnshels ; Sao Maten. 765,000 bush 
els; Santa Barbera, 737.0ÜS Viushels: Sun 
Luis Obispo, 635 324 bushels; Mapa, 620.761 
bushels; Butte, 585.568 bushel ; Yuba, 580,­ 
500 bushels; and Placer, 5S.-.343 bushels. 
It wid be noticed that in this last list are 
four south coast counties that heretofore have 
produced only small amounts cf wheat. Of 
barlev, the whole product of the State was 
13,4S3,076 bushels. There being but little 
export demand for barley, but little over the 
necessities for home consumption is pro­ 
duced. 
The 
counties 
producing 
the 
largest number of bu*hels of barley 
are: Alvoiedi. 923.230 bushels; San Luis 
Obispo, 915,975 bushels; Sacramento, 903,­ 
600 bushels; Colusa, 765,857 bushels; San 
Mateo, 730,000 bushels ; Napa, 6SO, 1(10 bush­ 
els ; Santa Clara, 654,310 bushels ; Los An­ 
geles, 629,000 bushels ; Contra Costa, 521,409 
bushels ; Ssnta Barbara, 522,634 bushels ; Tu­ 
lare, 525,401 bushels and Tehama 500,000 
bushels, making twelve counties that produce 
a half a million bu-nels or over. Indian eorn 
is the next leading grain produced in the 
State. But the produce is very small, over 
two-thirds of the whole amount being pro­ 
duced in two counties. Ti eso counties are 
Los Angel“s and Sonoma. The latter pro­ 
duced 1,377,175 bushels and the former 
1.070.000 
bushels. 
The two counties 
producing the ne»t highest amouotB are Ven­ 
tura, 148,000 bushels; Sacramento, 146.400 
bushels. Of oats we produce but a small 
amount. Barley being used in this State as 
the principal graiu for work horses, oats is in 
small demand, and this principally for fancy 
stock. The whole product of the State was 
bu: 1,271,393 bushels. In this grain Hum­ 
boldt county takes the lead, having produced 
in 1880 325.756 bushels. SaD Mateo comes 
next with 290,500 bushels. Oats does not do 
well in the warm interior counties, and 
hence we find the mountain and coast 
counties takit g the lead in this train. Plumas 
produced 60,000. Siskiyou 70,000 bushels. 
Sccramentn, 60,000 bushels; Inyo, 29,000 
buahels; Shasta, 38,000 bushels; Tehama, 
30.000 bushels; Sonoma, 41,000 bushels ; San 
Luis Obispo, 76 478 bushels; Mendocino, 
2S 000 husliels, while C"lusa is credited with 
but 2 700 bushels, and Yi-Io with none. Rye 
is sown to a considerable extent in the moun­ 
tain counties for hay, but little is cut for the 
grain. The nrn-luct for the whole State was, 
in 1880, but 224,910 bushels, one county (San 
Joaquin) producing very nearly half of that 
amount, San Luis Obispo being the next 
largest producer, snd heiug crecited wi ll 
24,690 bushels. 
We imp >rt the largest 
share of the buckwheat Hnur consumed, 
but few of the counties having attempted 
the production of this kind of grain—Los An­ 
geles being the largest producer, and raising 
but 3,000 bushels, San Luis Obispo and Santa 
Cruz, being next in quantity produced, each 
being credited with 930 bushels. In j>eas 
Humboldt leuds off with 28.897 bushels, and 
the whole amount produced in the Stite 
being but 59,790 bushels. Of bears, San 
Luis Ohispo is the largest producer, having 
grown 104.740 bushels, Santa Barbara follow­ 
ing with 85,273 bushels, while the whole pro­ 
duct of the State is but 803,036 bushels. 
Of the castor bean but two counties 
are engaged in 
its producá >n, 
L- s 
Angeles and Santa Barbara producirg 
respectively 1,350,000 and 6,825 pounds. 
Flax is produced almost exclusively in the 
southern coast counties, and that alone for 
the seed. But eight counties are reported as 
bei g engaged in the production, and these are 
as follows : Butte, 14 000 pounds ; Los An­ 
geles, 120.000 pounds; San Bernardino, 
21.000 pounds; Sau Luis Obispo, 3,807,445 
pounds ; San Mateo, 4,977,000 pounds ; Santa 
Barbara, 227,000 pounds and Ventura 1,000,­ 
000 pounds, while Shasta is credited with 
1,080 pound». Of hops, the whole State is 
credited with producing 1 165,280 pounds, while 
Sacramento county claims to have produced 
nearly half this amount, 540,000 pounds. 
But two counties are credited with having 
been engaged in the product! >n of cotton in 
1881—Kern arid Merced, the former having 
produced 20,000 and the latter 121,000 
pounds. Iu the production of butter the lit­ 
tle county of Maria leads the counties of the 
State, being reported as haviDg produced 
3 711,000 pounds. San Luis Obispo follows 
with 1,418 845 pounds. The whole product 
of the State is set down at 8,471-160 pounds: 
but we would observe that ia this department 
Sonoma is not reported, and quite a number 
of other counties that we know personally 
are large producers are left blank in the 
schedule. The whole State is credited with 
having produced but 2 367,261 pounds of 
cheese, and San Luis Obispo leads all the 
other counties in this produce. 941,231 pounds 
being reported as her product. The next 
highest is Marin, with 547.500 pounds. Since 
making a more full and critical examination 
of the schedule from which these figures 
have been made, we are of the opinion that 
while the eame seems to be pretty full and 
correct as to the wheat crop, it is 
very drfeciive as to nearly all other crops. 
As an evi e :ce ef i‘s tlm ne defects and inac 
iu a iss,wswould cal attention to the amount 
oi wool reported as the product of the State 
in 1880. as compared with the real product 
as shown to have been received by dealers and 
commission merchante, and shipped or s 1 : 
11 home consumers. The amount reported in 


the schedule is fent 17,945,510 pounds. In 
the year 1879 there was actually received from 
the flocks of the State 46,137,720 pounds, and 
although we have not at hand the amount 
received iu 1880, we are certain the amount 
was not less than in the year previous, and 
wa3 probably considerably more. 
Shall we Have a Flood ? 
As usual a great deal of speculation is in­ 
dulged in as to whether we shall have a season 
of light rains or a season of fl rods. While 
the farmers along the river bottoms hope 
for the former, those in the back or table 
lands would much rather fee the latter. 
There is, however, quite a general concur­ 
rence of opinion that the indications are fa­ 
vorable to light rains. There has been a light 
rain in the southern coast counties, and at 
the head of the San Joaquin valley, and al­ 
though we have had a fair amount in the c u- 
tral aud northern portions of the State 
up to the 
pieseut 
time, 
the 
rains 
have come in a manner to justify the opinion 
in favor pf a dry winter and spring. Although 
wa hid a lore continuous north wind during 
October and November, we had no violent or 
stormy winds. Our winds from the Bouthe st 
since have partaken of a correspondingly mild 
character, and when they have bri ugnt 
moisture with them it has come in a quiet, 
still manner, and has been general!}’ accom­ 
panied by w.-rm weather. We have up 
to this time not had what may t e 
called 
a storm. 
Our 
rains so far 
have in fact been more the conclusion of fogs 
than real rain-storm". It has been ob:ervid 
that these have been the chaiacter of our 
rains in former dry winters, and hence the 
conclu ion that the present will be like them. 
The rains so far, too, hare come iu the las: 
quarter of the moon, and most people have 
observed chat this has been the case iu former 
dry seas ms. Whether there are any true in­ 
dications cf dry weather iu all these circum­ 
stances the future 
in 
this particu­ 
lar 
season will have 
to 
determine. 
Bo far as we have been able to judge cf the 
weather in this State, we think we are justi­ 
fied ia the conclusion that we know less 
about it the longer we have lived here, and 
we think this is the experience of most old 
residents. One thing is certain, that we have 
had au excellent season for sowing, aud have 
got in a large area of land to wheat, and if 
we have a favorable growing season and no 
unfortunate noith winds to dry the har­ 
vest up wheu it is ripening, snd no 
weather favorable to rust, we will gather a 
large harvest. The husbandman must have 
faith in the weather, but the best faith is in 
good cultivation aud good seed sown at the 
right time. 
With these precautions the 
farmer need not fear that his crops will fail. 
There is mote reason far faith in a variety of 
crops well put in, and at the right time, than 
iu any one crop. Let farmers therefore plant 
some of their lands to wheat, some to corn, 
or other summer crops, and devote to stock 
and pasturing, and it will not make so much 
difference ab-ut the floods or any seasons. 
Plant Potatoes. 
If wheat fanners on the plains will prepare 
some of their best garden soil and plant a few 
Early Rose potatoes now, they w ill be most 
sure to get a good j ield of early potatoes, 
that will ripen before the hot euu dries cut 
the soil to cheek their growth. Why not 
have a go< d vegetable garden and plant peas, 
early beans, beets, carrots, etc , and have 
some of these luxuries of your own raising? 
Save the Fruit 
Now is the time to hunt up all the larvae 
aud chrysalis of the codling moth and de- 
s‘roy them, and so save your apples and pears. 
Bcrape your trees and turn all the loombark, 
dig up the soil about the roots, and throw 
adíes srjuud them, and clean out all the 
weeds aud rubbish that has accumulated iu 
the orchard aud burn it, and thus burn ail the 
moth-nests that are hid away there. Then 
plow up the soil, or, if iu a s-uall yard or gar­ 
den, spade it up end expose it tv the weather, 
and thus kill the larvie that may be hid a .vay 
in it. 


MEXICO. 


WHAT THAT GOVERNMENT IS DOING TO 
INVITE PEOPLE AND CAPITAL. 


A TILEECOPIC VIEW OF SAI URN. 
The moonless nights that are passing 
are a grand gala season for the planets 
Saturn and Jupiter. They are now euperb 
objects to the naked eye, and they rise 
serenely to the zenith in the early evening 
hours, and are superb beyond the powei of 
adequate description when viewed through 
the telescope. We had a magnificent view 
of Saturn through the tine instrument of 
the Seagrave Observatory. The night was 
one of exceptional beauty, the atmosphere 
clear and serene, the sky cloudless, the 
moon safely out of the way, and the defi­ 
nition almost perfect. From the dome of 
the Observatory, the planets looked with 
friendly eyes upon the observers who sought 
to draw them nearer and increase their di­ 
mensions in the space-annihilating glass. 
The Observatory, excepting for the click 
of the clockwork, was as silent as the stars, 
when th9 telescope was turned to a pale 
gold star beaming from the celestial 
depths, aud, iu a second of time, what 
seemed a grand transformation took 
place. The star expanded into a sphere 
nearly as large as the full moon, and shone 
with an exceeding brilliancy that the eye 
could scarcely euc.ure without protection. 
Encircling the glowing orb were the be­ 
witching rings, and dotted around in the 
field of vision were six of the eight moons. 
Two of them were close together on the 
left of the planet, one was far below, and 
the others so near the rings that they 
looked like the tiniest golden points, barely 
perceptible and that was all. The view 
was one of surpassing loveliness, the im­ 
pression was a combined feeling of awe, 
amazement aud admiration, and the con­ 
clusion was that we were looking upon a 
system vastly more complex aud exalted 
in the scale of worlds than our little planet, 
but one-seven hundredth of its size, with­ 
out a shaiow of a ring, and owning but 
oDe moon. After having admired the dis­ 
play as a whole, we made a study of the 
details. The golden sphere Eeemed al­ 
most to stand upright wituiu the en­ 
circling rings, only a small portion of 
the orb being seen beneath them. The 
coloring was the shade of liquid gold 
that sometimes suffuses the west in the 
glow of twilight ; the belts of creamy hue 
crossed the disc with the lightness aud 
grace of scudding cloud bands. The glo­ 
rious riDgs stood out in bold relief, crad­ 
ling the planet in a kind of protecting 
embrace. Every detail was perfect. The 
outer ring with its slight marking, the 
division between the rings, the second 
ring, the dark ring, the black space be­ 
tween the rings and the planet, and the 
sixj moons, were distinctly visible. 
How 
much we wished that a passing star might 
chance to wander into that bit of azure 
space, aud add a new wonder to 
the charming picture! 
The view we 
have described was one seen with a 
power of 700—that is, one magnifying 
700 times. We tried next a low power, 
increasing the light and lessening the szs. 
Then we used a medium power, and then 
ended the observation with the same power 
used at first, the most satisfactory of all. 
No one can study the Saturnian system 
without a deep impression of the wisdom 
and power of the fashioning Hand that 
brought into being a vast world like 
this 
with its girdling rings 
and 
its wealth of moon3. 
No one who 
can study the Satnrnian system as re­ 
vealed in the telescope without the feel­ 
ing that astronomy íb the most fascinat­ 
ing of all the sciences. No one who sees 
the surpassing picture for the first time 
will ever forget the sensation aronsed by 
the sight. These are golden opportunities 
for observing Saturn under favorable con­ 
ditions. For four years to come the rings 
will open more widely and the planet ap­ 
proach nearer to perihelion. For four years 
to come Saturn will therefore be an object 
of exceeding interest when near opposition. 
After 1SS5 his rings will slowly close, and 
he will travel slowly away from the sun, 
until he subsides into the dull, murky star 
that astronomers have made ominous of 
evil to the human race. Before he returns 
to his present beaming aspect after his peri­ 
helion passage, nearly thirty years will 
pasB, and nearly all who now rejoice in his 
bright appearance will have passed beyond 
the gates that separate the mortal from the 
immortal.—[Providence Journal.

The fplendld Outlook for Mexico—Rail­ 
ways—Coffee Culture—Coloniza­ 
tion—Concessions. 


(Correspondence of the Recoed-Uxio.v.] 


Tapachula, Mexico, December 10, 1881. 
“ The Wise concession in Mexico ” is the 
Dame of a concession made to Edward C. 
Wise and others on the 3d day of Septem­ 
ber, 1881, by the Mexican Government, 
granting to them 500,000 acres of public 
lands in the State of Chiapas, Mexico, and 
if that amount cannot be found in that 
State suitable for the. purpose of the 
grantees, then in any other State the 
amount is to be taken to fill out the con­ 
cession. 
The object of the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment in making the concession was for 
colonization purposes and the introduction 
of foreign capital and skill to develop the 
rich natural resources ot her country in 
agriculture, mining, manufacturing and 
mechanical science. It is ascertained that 
perhaps the richest unsurveyed territory 
in the known world of to-day, Í3 here, 
lying in the very lap of one of the greatest 
iuteroceanic thoroughfares within the 
knowledge of the present generation, to 
wit, the Tehuantepec Railroad, whica 
will be completed within one or two years, 
aud over which the commerce of the east- 
eru and western parts of the world will 
pass. 
ANI) GREATER STILL 
Ia the project of Captain James B. Eads, 
who is now upon the ground, encouraged 
bv the Mexican Government, and backed 
by European capital as well as American 
to connect the two oceans at this narrow 
point by a ship railroad, whereby loaded 
ships, with freight and passengers, w ill be 
set npun wheels in the Atlantic harbor of 
Minatitlan and steamed across the roman­ 
tic Sierra range, a distance of only 120 
miles, down through the rich valleys of the 
Pacific slope, and launched into the w-aters 
of the Pacific at Tehuantepec.

For 
information in regard to the specific terms 
and inducements offered to colonists, 1 will 
simply give the names of the members oi the 
company : Dr. Edward C. Wise, President, 
at present at Colima, Mexico; Romero 
Rábico, Vice-President, and SeDator in the 
Congress of Mexico, at thq City of Mexico; 
W. A. Allen, Secretary aud General Man­ 
ager, office at Tapachula and Allen City, 
State of Chiapas, Mexico ; General Sebas­ 
tian Escobar, Superintendent of Lands, 
Tapachula. This company has laid cut a 
city on the most modern American plao, on 
a beautiful plateau of land, through which 
runs a never-failing stream of mountain 
spring water, clear as crystal, full of fish, 
and affording water-power for any amount 
of manufacturing machinery, atan altitude 
of three thousand feet above the sea level, 
on the line of the Mexican Southern Rail­ 
road.

This lavor alone places tne colonists 
in a very advantageous position, located as 
they are alongside of the great thorough­ 
fare connecting the commerce of the world, 
and at the door, without tax or duty, of 
the best markets of the world. This body 
ot land selected by the Mexican Coloniza­ 
tion Company, so famous for the produc­ 
tion of the cacao, or chocolate-bean, and 
coffee, is equally as good for the production 
of sugar, rice and cotton on the lower lands 
along the coast, where indigo and vanilla 
grow spontaneous in the commons. It ia 
also rich in fine woods, mahogany and rose­ 
wood in abundance. To give even an out­ 
line of this country will require more than 
one letter, its natural advantages aud 
attractions are so great.

and division made lrom the Pacific coast be­ 
yond the line of the Soconneco lands ; but

The high lands of the interior 
of Mexico are arid and dry, sparsely 
watered, barren, and to the traveler 
monotonous aud repulsive. For fertility of 
oil, where pleasant, remunerative homes 
can be made, one has to resort to the 
coast of either the Atlantic or 1’acitic 
oceans, but as we go further east through 
the State of Oxacu, and clear through the 
State of Chiapas to the line of Guatemala, 
from ocean to ocean is rich productive 
soil, abundantly watered, plenty of timber 
and grazing lands, with a 
HEALTHY, CONGENIAL TEMPERATURE. 
At Alien City, the headquarters and cen­ 
tral point of the colonization company, 
the average temperature the tear around 
is from 01 to 75 . There is plenty of 
business to employ the time of colo­ 
nists in this country profitably during 
the time it requires to raise the coffee tree 
to bearing, to wit, three years. Rubber, 
indigo and vanilla may be gathered and 
sold to a great amount. And there is no 
better country for the production of vege­ 
tables, dairying, etc., all of which pays a 
better income to the farmer than in the 
United States, if he will work. Tne ques­ 
tion may be asked, W hy are the natives 
not rich ? I answer, nobody works but 
those who are rich. The common natives 
simply live on the native fruits and roots, 
and require no clothing The government 
of this part of the republic is good ; trav­ 
elers and property are periectly safe. The 
natives are good-natured, quiet and lazy. 
There perhaps never was an American en­ 
terprise engaged in that opened up so great 
inducements to emigration from the United 
State3 as this concession to citizens of the 
United States of the richest part of Mexi­ 
can territory, for which Dr. Edward C. 
Wise, of Virginia, has labored incessantly 
at the City of Mexico lor the past four 
years, and never obtained it until Septem­ 
ber, 1SS1: and he can now invite his coun­ 
trymen to join him.

WHY WE DIDN’T GET IT. 
In justice to ourself, and for the informa­ 
tion of our many inquiring friends, the 
reason why we did not lurnish the R ecord-

Few people who travel on the LoDrlon, 
Brighton and South Coast Railway know 
what a distinguished character has a free 
pass t u every branch of theline, of which for 
several years he has taken daily advantage. 
It is between two and three years ago that 
a fox-terrier, big in bone and not over well- 
bred, jumped into a train that was leaving 
Brighton for Horsham, and settled himself 
in the guard’s carriage. 
Little notice was 
taken of him at first, but after a time he 
began to be a person of great interest. 
N j 
one knew where he came ¡rom o rto whom 
he belonged ; but every day he was ready 
for an early start in an early traiD. 
Some­ 
times he went to Portsmouth, sometimes 
to Horsham, sometimes only to nearer sta­ 
tions ; but 
the most remarkable part 
of 
his 
arrangements 
was 
th at 
he 
always got 
to Brighton 
iu 
tim e to 
go by the last train to Lewes, where he 
always slept, leaving again by the first 
train in the morning. 
W hen the friend 
from whom 1 first heard this story (and 
who vouches for the truth of it) last heard 
of “ Jack,” he still continued this practice, 
and always spent the night at Lewes sta­ 
tion. 
About a year and a half ago, the 
London, Brighton, and South Coast Com­ 
pany began to look upon him as one of th ir 
regular servants, and presented him with a 
collar bearing this inscription, “ Jack— 
London, B., and S. Coast Railroad Com­ 
pany.” My friend told me th at on one oc­ 
casion, some months ago, he traced Jack’s 
movements on one especial day, and prob­ 
ably it was a good sample of many another. 
He arrived from Brighton by a train reaching 
Steyning at 10:50 ; there he got out for a 
minute, but went by the same train to Uen- 
tield. 
Here he left the train and went to a 
publie-house not

where a biscuit was given to him ; and, 
after a little walk, took a later train to 
W est Grin8tead, where he spent the after­ 
noon, returning to Brighton in time for the 
last train to Lewes. 
He was rather fond 
of the Portsmouth line, but never, I be­ 
lieve, has come so far as London. 
He gen­ 
erally takes his place on or by the guard’s 
wheel, and sits looking out of the window. 
It would be very interesting to know in 
what tho fascination of this perpetual rail­ 
way traveling consists.

FIRST PAPER - AGRICULTURE AND AGRI­ 
CULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 


The object of the agriculturist is to pro­ 
duce the plants and animals which are nec­ 
essary to the existence of the human race. 
The first aim is the production of the varie­ 
ties of plants suitable to the maintenance 
of animal life. 
The more advanced iu civ­ 
ilization a nation is, the less crude do we 
find the tools and products of the agricultu­ 
rists. 
In the tropics, owing to the great 
number of varieties of plants capable of sus­ 
taining life, and to the almost spontaneous 
growth of vegetation, the natives are under 
no difficulties in getting a sustenance, and 
here we find the least development of civil­ 
ization. 
As we advance toward the tem ­ 
perate regions we find a more energetic 
class of people with a higher grade of civil­ 
ization, which brings with it the need of 
more of the necessities of life, entailing 
upon the tillers of the soil a higher grade of 
cultivation and more systematic methods of 
husbandry ; as a result of which we have 
the art of agriculture as it is now practiced 
in all civilized countries. 
The art of agri­ 
culture has grown out of the observation 
and imitation of the best works of nature, 
and not a few 
practical results 
have 
been arrived at by chance. 
In the words 
of Prof. Johnson, of Yale College, “ the 
science of agriculture is the rational theory 
and the exposition of the successful a rt.” 
He says, “ strictly considered, tne art and 
science of agriculture are of equal age, 
and have grown together from the earliest 
times. 
Those who first cultivated the soil 
by digging, planting, manuring and irriga­ 
tion had their sufficient reasons for every 
step. 
In all cases thought goes before 
work, and the intelligent workman lias a 
theory on which his work was planned. 
No farm was ever conducted without phys­ 
iology, chemistry and physics, any more 
than an aqueduct or railway was ever built 
without mathematics or mechanics. Every 
successful farmer is to some extent a scien­ 
tific man. 
Let him throw away the knowl­ 
edge of facts and the knowledge of princi­ 
ples which constitute liis science and he has 
lost the elements of his success. 
The 
farmer without his reasons, hi3 theory, his 
science, can have no plan, and these want­ 
ing, agriculture wouid be as complete a 
failure 
with him as it would be with 
a man of 
mere science, 
destitute 
of 
manual, 
financial 
and 
executive skill. 
Other qualifications being equal, the more 
advanced and complete the theory of which 
the farmer is master, the more successful 
must be his farming. 
The more he knows, 
the more he can do. 
The more deeply, 
comprehensively and clearly he can think, 
the more economically and advantageously 
can he work.” 
The truth and application 
of the above is so evident that it needs no 
philosopher to comprehend it. 
W hat the 
country needs is good, intelligent farmers, 
who understand the principles of the phe­ 
nomenon of plant life and grow th, and who 
are able so to use their knowledge as to in­ 
crease the quantity and quality of the pro­ 
ducts of the soil, and at the same time to 
maintain the soil in its primitive richuesa, 
to lie a permanent inheritance to the com­ 
ing generations. 
The coming farmer must 
be a man capable of making use of the ad­ 
vances made in the art of agriculture, and 
which he can take advantage of by being 
well informed as to the results of the agri­ 
cultural practices in different parts of the 
country and under different circumstances 
than those surrounding him, and, more­ 
over, his mind must be of 
b u c Ii a caliber 
as to enable him to generalize and to arrive 
at the proper conclusion regarding those 
results, when the causes are modified by 
the surrounding conditions of his section 
of the country. 
He must be a man of good 
common sense, with a fair understanding 
of the principles of political economy, so 
that if he should he called to the legisla­ 
tor’s chair, his influence would tend to se­ 
cure such legislation as would be to the 
lasting benefit of his constituents. 
The 
agriculturists of California 
have got a 
reputation for lack of economy in their 
farming, and it must be confessed that, by 
the majority of farmers here, little is done 
t iward retaining the land in a fruitful 
condition. 
Tne Tack of proper care in this 
respect is in some part3 of the State becom­ 
ing evident to an alarming extent. 
Many 
farmers have successively cropped their 
land to the same product year alter year, 
until, as a natural consequeuce, the soil has 
been exhausted of the properties needful for 
the nourishment of that particular product, 
and it fails to remunerate the faimer for his 
labor. 
He as a general thing says the land 
is “ worn out,” and, if possible, goes to work 
on a new piece of ground, leaving this to 
recover its productiveness by lying idle. 
Now if this farmer had known something 
of agricultural chemistry, or had had any 
know ledge of the principle of the rotation 
of crops, he need not have lost the use of 
his laud. 
Plants, as well as animals, nm»t 
be considered as individuals, for they have 
their own functional organs, and are, ex 
cept iu the case of parasites, independent 
of each other. 
Ju st as the animal needs a 
particular kind of food to sustain life, so 
does the plant also. 
Why Bnould not the 
farmer know what character of soil is 
adapted to the different varieties of plants, 
as well as to know what particular plants 
arc adapted to his wants ? Animal lile is 
dependent on plant life, but the reverse is 
not equally true. 
Animal life is sustained 
by the consumption of plants and their 
products ; during this consumption carbonic 
acid and amnionic gas are given off. These 
both are essential to the life and growth of 
plants, but the natural production of these 
two gases other than by the respiration and 
excrements of animals ¡3 so great that it 
Would be au extremely long time before 
the vegetable kingdom would suffer from 
the absence of animal life. 
I t is necessary, before going further, for 
us to understand the difference between 
natural and agricultural products. 
N a­ 
tural products are the productions of un­ 
aided nature, and are consumed by animals 
on the spot, or else mature, die and decay, 
and return to the soil from whence they 
came. 
In either case the fertility and sub­ 
stance of the soil has not been impaired, 
but is constantly increased by that amount 
of matter assimilated from the atmosphere 
which is transferred to the soil in tho ash. 
Agricultural products are those which are 
derived from the soil by the practice of 
agriculture, and are to a greater or less 
extent removed from the vicinity in which 
they were grown. 
The agriculturist sup­ 
plements the efforts of nature by his knowl­ 
edge, experience and labor, and is depend­ 
ent on the products of the soil to furnish 
him with tie ntce?si:ies an 1 luxuries of 
life. 
Soil8 uuder tillage are subject to a 
constant drain on their substance, and un­ 
less the farmer pays proper attention to the 
maintenance of the fertility of the soil it 
must sooner or later be exhausted. 
It 
íb only comparatively recently that 
any attention has 
been 
paid to the 
use of fertilizers. 
In olden times the 
practices of the tillers of the soil in the 
valley of the Nile formed the example 
from which all other surrounding nations 
copied. 
The fertility of the Nile country 
is proverbial; fur a period of three months 
—from August to November—it was over­ 
flowed by the Nile, and the waters on re­ 
ceding left a layer of sediment, surface 
washings from the interior of 
Africa, 
whieh was amply sufficient to maintain the 
strength of the soil. 
It is said that after 
the subsidence of the Nile the farmers 
had “ only to cast the seed, turn on a heid 
of swine to tread it in, and await the har­ 
vest.” 
In other countries where nature 
did not contribute so lavishly to the main­ 
tenance of the fertility of the soil, it re­ 


fused in the coarse of time to yield enough 
to support its occupants, whose attention 
was by degrees turned from agriculture to 
foraging; or in other words, not succeed­ 
ing u raising sufficient food they very 
philosophically proceeded to pillage on 
their more fortunate neighbors. 
It was 
this necessity of procuring food which im­ 
pelled the Romans to their conquests 
in Europe. 
They spread from Italy as 
a center, over SpaiD, France and England. 
When they conquered Spain they had se­ 
cured the richest and most fertile country 
of Europe, but under their exhaustive 
methods of husbandry the soil was soon 
stripped of all its substance, and it has 
not even to this day recovered from the 
sterile state in which it was left by the 
Romans. 
A t one time the population of 
Soain was 35 000,000—now it is only about 
11,000,000. 
It was once the first power in 
Europe—now it is about a titth-rate one. 
The mountains, once covered with exten 
sive forests, were stripped of trees, and it 
is this destruction of the forests which 
has caused the almost complete cessation 
of rain in portions of Spain. 
Holland and 
Belgium have always had a better system 
of agriculture than most other countries 
of Europe. 
They both had great difficulty 
in maintaining their existence as nations, 
and this common danger once overcome, 
seemed to instill in the minds of the in­ 
habitants a love for their country and a 
disinclination to emigrate. 
As a conse­ 
quence, the population became dense, and 
as they were not disposed to go cut and 
conquer other countries they bad resort 
to improved methods of agriculture. W ith 
the Chinese and Moslems it is a religious 
duty for them to return to the soil all they 
take from it. 
The Chinese are, perhaps, the most fru­ 
gal of all modern nations. 
W hat was 
once forced on them by their governors and 
religious belief has now become almost 
force of habit with them. 
In these pro­ 
visions for the maintenance of the fertility 
of the soil, we Ste the wise foresight of 
Confucius and Mohammed 
I t is but com­ 
paratively recently that the English have 
paid much attention to economic agricult­ 
ure. 
It was not till the year 1523 tnat the 
first work on agriculture was published. 
This was the “ Boke of Husbaudrie,” by 
Sir Anthony Fitzherbert. 
From all ac­ 
counts we have of it, it was an exposition 
of the practices of the agriculturists of 
that time, with remarks by the author ap­ 
proving or condemning them, 3s he saw fit. 
That his ideas were not so crude as his 
language Beems, is shown by the following 
sentence, whicu is said to have been taken 
from his “ boke” : “ A husbande cannot 
thryve by his corne without cattle, nor by 
his cattle without corne.” 
In this he ex­ 
presses a principle of economic farming 
which some 
of 
our 
farmers 
of 
the 
nineteenth 
century 
might 
profitably 
imitate. 
During the next two centuries 
we 
have 
numerous 
books 
after the 
same 
style 
as 
Fitzherbert’s, 
but 
it 
was not until early in the eighteenth cen­ 
tury that the first original investigations 
into the principles of the fertility of the 
soil were made. 
These were credited to 
Jethro Thrull, who introduced the horse 
rake and seed drill into Eagland. 
Thrall’s 
theory that plants derive their nourish­ 
ment from imbibing particles of the soil, 
led him to adopt a practice of thorough 
and deep cultivation of the soil, so that he 
got improved results even li his theory was 
wrong. 
Thuil’s theory was believed and 
followed by many, as best they could with 
the very meager ¡ustrum nts of the times, 
until attention was called by Anthony 
Young, iu about tho year 17S0, to the true 
sources of plant nourishment. 
He inves­ 
tigated the subject of atmospheric nourish­ 
ment by chemical elements, and proved 
very satisfactorily by experiment that 
nitrogeneous matter, instead of being in­ 
jurious, as had been previously supposed, 
was beneficial to plants. 
It was some 
twenty or thirty years later before any real 
knowledge was gained of the chemxal 
qualities of soils and manures. 
In 1S05 
R. \V. Dickson published the first scien­ 
tific treatise on the subject in England. 
This 
was 
much 
improved 
upon 
by 
Sir 
Humphry 
Davy 
in 
a 
course 
of lectures delivered to the 
Board of 
Agriculture during the ten years following 
the year 1S02 
About this time we had 
several agricultural societies formed in 
America. 
During the latter part of his life 
W ashington took great interest in the fur­ 
therance of the best practices of agricult­ 
ure. 
It was some years after this before 
the masses of the tillers of the soil were 
sufficiently educated to enable them to get 
much knowledge by a direct intercourse 
with books and printed mat».er. 
As soon, 
however, as this was the case the reports 
of these agricultural societies were pub­ 
lished, and they added their quota to the 
resources of the enterprising and intelli­ 
gent farmer. 
From 1820 to the present 
time many improvements have been made, 
both in the science and the art of agricult­ 
ure. 
Through the medium of the papers 
and the Grange the farmers are kept well 
informed of the advances made, and it is to 
their credit to say that they show more of 
a disposition to inform themselves cf the 
experiences and practices of the agricultur­ 
ists in other sections of ttie country than 
did their forefathers. 
Tnere is one sub­ 
ject, however, of vital importance to the 
tillers of the soil, and of which the mass of 
the farmers have little knowledge. 
This 
is agricultural chemistry, and it is a sub­ 
ject the principles of which can only be 
acquired by careful and patient study, or 
by reading intelligently such a series of 
articles as it is the intention of this paper 
to publish for the benefit of the farming 
community. 


A SNAKE WIíH A SCAKLST TONGUE. 


Tonganoxie, Ks., is afflicted with a snake 
story. 
Not many days ago a colored man, 
while out looking for cows near Tonganoxie 
creek, started to pick up what he thought 
was a club, when the object suddenly flat­ 
tened out, and the next thing the man 
knew was that a huge heart-shaped head 
was coming toward him, and a scarlet 
forked tongue was flipping about close to 
his face. He started at once for home, fear 
lending him strength to break through a 
barbed wire fence on his way. 
When he 
arrived in town and told his story the citi­ 
zens were at once aroused, for they believed 
him. His story was to the effect that when 
he saw the head coming toward him he saw 
au immense snake uncoil itself, black in 
appearance, and fully twenty feet 1> ng. 
His story was verified a day or two after 
by a German woman, who, jvhile hunting 
paw-paws near the spot, saw an immense 
serpent w ith nearly ten feet of it3 body 
hinging 
from 
a 
tree, with 
a huge 
head 
waving 
about 
as 
if 
looking 
for something. 
She became so badly 
frightened that she ran back to her home, 
and in broken English said she had seen 
“ derteufel.” 
A lter this the citizens be­ 
came so much excited that they turned 
out with revolvers, shotguns and other 
weapoi.s to search for the monster. 
One 
man saw it near a tree, and described it 
as fully twenty feet long. 
He fired at it 
three times with a revolver, and thinks 
he struck it twice, as it squirmed some at 
two of tho shots and paid no attention to 
one (the first). 
That there is such a mon­ 
ster in the neighborhood of Tonganoxie 
there can be no doubt, as Quincy Bald­ 
win, who lives near the town, has heard 
peculiar noises about his house of nights, 
and has seen tracks across the road in the 
dust near his house that measures eighteen 
inches, and corresponded with the reports 
of the size of the reptile. 
It is thought 
that the serpent is the mate of the one 
captured some years ago on Tonganoxie 
creek, and whose skin was stuffed and 
placed in the mnsenm at Lawrence. 
I t 
seems from reports to be very much longer 
than the one referred to, but a snake looks 
mighty big when one firct sees it.

W henever a m an begins to believe th at 
some secret O rder is plotting against him, 
he is already far gone in general paralysis 
of the insane, and he ought to be looked 
after. 
U nfortunately too m any people are 
careless about m atters of th is kind. 
They 
hear a friend say thing9 of this kind, and 
m erely w onder or laugh a t him . 
W hen, 
soon afterw ards, they learn th a t he has 
perhaps taken his own life or th a t of some 
of his family, th ey remember, too late, 
how “ queer ” he had been previously. 
I t 
is therefore well to bear in m ind th a t strong 
apprehension of conspiracy is in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred a sure sym p­ 
tom of brain disease. 


ORTH 
ON 
TH E 
COMMITTEES. 


R epresentative O rth’s privileged state­ 
m ent in reference to Speaker K eifer’s com­ 
m ittee appointm ents no doubt voices a 
very widespread discontent. 
There is of 
course no help for th e m atter as it stands, 
b u t it is clear th a t th e present m ethod of 
appointing th e com m ittees does give the 
Speaker a power w hich it is very easy to 
abuse. 
I t is, a3 hag been rem arked, too 
im portant and com plicated a business to be 
done by one man. 
Perhaps the best way 
w ould be to delegate it to a com m ittee. 
A t the best there would be disappoint­ 
m ents, of course, b u t there ought not to be 
an y flagrant icappropriateness in the ap­ 
pointm ents, and th a t is w hat is complained 
of now.

BISMARCK AND THE POPE. 


Prince Bismarck has never been sus­ 
pected of being sensitive to ethical con­ 
siderations, and while he has labored hard 
and loDg to establish a united Germ any, a 
free Germany has never been within the 
catalogue of his aspirations. 
To maintain 
the Prussian dynasty ; to concede as little 
volition to the R eichstag as possible ; to 
subordinate everything 
to the idea of 
national suprem acy ; to make alliances w ith 
those powers alone which can be utilized 
against F ra n c e; and generally to work 
for Absolutism as against Democracy, may 
be said to summarize roughly th e Chan­ 
cellor’s policy. 
W hether the w orking out 
of this policy is to bring evil or good to 
Europe has been a very interesting and a 
very problem atical question from th e be­ 
ginning. W hen the Second French Em pire 
collapsed a t Sedan it was indeed easy 
enough to understand th a t up to th a t point 
the Germ an successes had been a gain 
for 
the 
cause 
of 
hum an 
progress. 
B ut after the Em pire came th e Republic, 
and this shifted th e center of sym pathy 
again. 
T here 
were then confronted, a 
France w ith Dem ocratic tendencies ; 
a 
G erm any w ith A bsolutist tendencies. 
In 
both the crushing spirit of M ilitarism was 
ram pant, b ut in France thiB spirit had 
been som ew hat chastened by adversity, 
whereas 
in Germ any it had filled the 
m inds of the people w ith a vainglorious­ 
ness w hich m ight easily tem pt them into a 
career of conquest and aggression. 
The 
fall of the Second Em pire made the unifi­ 
cation of Italy possible, and destroyed the 
last hope of th e restoration of the Pope’s 
tem poral power. 
In 
Louis Napoleon’s 
tim e it bad bien French bayonets th at 
bristled around the Pope’s throne, bu t 
these w ere now w ithdraw n, and Republi­ 
can France sym pathized w ith the Italian 
popular sentim ent against papal tyranny. 
B ut w hat would the world say if now 
the G erm any of th e C ulturkanjif should 
tu rn round and help the Pope to recover 
his tem poralities? 
Amazing, alm ost 
credible as the idea may be, th e Nation's 
Berlin correspondent (always very tru st­ 
w orthy), positively states th a t th is propo­ 
sition is on the lapis. 
Bism arck has 
advised the Pope to leave Rome and take 
up his residence in th e Prussian town of 
Fulda, the old bishopric of St. Boniface. 
A nd Bism arck’B organ, the Post, 
thus 
plainly sets forth the anticipated effects of 
this step. 
I t begins by saying th a t the 
Pope has a m ost form idable weapon w here­ 
w ith to win back th e tem poral power, in 
voluntary exile. 
I t would be 
“ much 
“ more than a tem porary deliverance from 
“ an intolerable situ atio n ; it would be a 
“ weapon for the destruction of the Italian 
“ m onarchy. 
The hostility betw een the 
“ priesthood, whose head was in exile, and 
“ the State, which had exiled it, would 
“ break out in open flames. 
The radicals 
“ would 
urge th e 
annihilation of 
the 
“ priesthood, and th e atheistic 
republic 
“ would raise its head. 
In Italy republi- 
“ cans and freethinkers are inseparable ; 
“ while Rom an Catholicism is after all the 
“ pillar and em bodim ent of everything 
“ th a t is sound and respectable in the 
“ Italian m onarchy. 
The radical republic 
“ in Italy would be th e transition to a 
“ restoration, and perhaps lead to a great 
“ war, if another republic should Eupport 
“ the Italian republic and at th e same 
“ tim e subject it to its rule. 
The Pontifi 
“ cate, therefore, is not w ithout efficient 
“ arm s ; in its exile it possesses a powerful 
“ weapon, which can ultim ately destroy 
“ the Italian m onarchy.” 
This is plain enough. 
The “ other re­ 
p u b l i c ” is of course France, and the 
whole article intim ates th a t the Pope’s 
voluntary exile is to lead op to the procla­ 
m ation of the republic in I ta ly ; to an al­ 
liance betw een France and I ta ly ; to the 
declaration of w ar upon both those repub- 
ties by G erm any ; and thus to the restora­ 
tion of the Pope’s tem poral power, as an 
incident to the overthrow of Democracy in 
Europe. 
I t is an audacions and a cynical 
plan, and, it m ust be said, thoroughly ac­ 
cordant w ith Bism arck’s character. 
The 
world would then see th e statesm an who 
boasted th a t he “ would not go to Ca- 
“ nossa,” turning the m ighty power of Ger­ 
m any against th e cause of Freedom , and 
playing th e cham pion to th a t Church 
whose dark and sinister policy he himself 
has been compelled to fight w ith all his 
strength. 
A nd to secure the opportunity 
of com pleting th e overthrow of France, 
Bism arck would thus coolly sacrifice Italy, 
and re-establish the tem poral power of 
the Papacy. 
U nquestionably it is a daring 
game, but it is one which appeals to no 
progressive or liberal sym pathies, and we 
are greatly m istaken if it it a programme 
which Europe would perm it to be carried 
out. 
I t happens th a t B ism arck’s defiant un- 
scrupulousneBS, and his sham eless bargains 
w ith the U ltram ontanes, have a t last united 
all th e 
Liberal elem ents against him. 
H enceforth he will Eeek in vain to play off 
one of these factions against another. 
H e 
ha3 been too frank in his self-exposure, and 
they all know th a t they have nothing to 
expect from him. 
I t is therefore by no 
means certain th a t he could carry such a 
policy as this 
through th e 
Reichstag. 
B ut even if th a t were practicable, he could 
not m ake w ar upon Franco and Italy in such 
a cause w ithout encountering the danger 
of an A nglo-French alliance. 
England and 
G erm any have had strong P ro testan t bonds 
of union in the past, b a t n o t too strong to 
be broken if Bism arck changes'his cue and 
becomes the Pope’s m au-at-arm s. 
England 
cannot look idly on while a w ar is waged 
one of the objects of w hich is to establish 
Popery ; and England, France and Italy 
together would be an overm atch for G er­ 
m any, even it A ustria threw in her lot 
w ith the Prussianized Empire, 
No doubt 
a great European w ar could be set on foot 
in such a way, and perhaps Bism arck would 
not hesitate much before applying the 
m atch to the magazine. 
B ut w hat conces­ 
sion can the V atican have made, or w hat 
can be the secret fears of the Berlin Gov­ 
ernm ent, to move th e latter to so much as 
th in k of this desperate and revolutionary 
programme ? 


GRANT AND PORTER. 


On the principle “ B etter late than 
“ never,” G eneral G rant’s letter to Presi­ 
dent A rth u r in regard to General Fitz John 
P orter is m atter for satisfaction. 
I t is 
perhaps due to G rant to say th at however 
culpable his previous refusal to give this 
case a fair exam ination, there are not many 
men who, having once com m itted them ­ 
selves to an adverse view, would have had 
the courage and the m anliness to acknow l­ 
edge th eir error, to accept all th e responsi­ 


bility of H and to declare their complete 
conversion to the opposite opinion. 
Y et 
this is what Grant has done here. 
He ad­ 
mits w ith complete candor that he had 
never read the papers in the case ; that he 
had allowed himself to be deceived by an 
incorrect map of P o rter’s positions in the 
first and second days of the second battle 
of B ull’s R u n ; and that he had further 
allowed him self to be prejudiced against 
P orter by G eneral Pope. 
B ut he says 
th a t a t last he has gone carefully and 
thoroughly into the records of the case, 
and th a t after three days of close investi­ 
gation he has become convinced th a t the 
verdict of th e Court-m artial was u n ju st; 
th a t General P orter did his full d uty on the 
field of b attle ; th a t he has for nineteen 
yeais suffered under a cruel and unde­ 
served st'gnia ; and th a t he ought to be 
restored to his rank in th e arm y. 
W e say 
th a t considering everything this is a noble 
action of G rant, and it causes us to regret 
ail the more th a t he should ever have 
forsaken for civil life th a t m ilitary career 
in which he had attained so splendid 
fame, and all his associations w ith which 
were so honorable to him. 
A nd it is cer­ 
tain th a t in thiB m atter his opinion is en­ 
titled to very great w eight. 
In a question 
of m ilitary judgm ent few men are more to 
be depended on, and w hen he finds himself 
forced to the conclusion, despite his long- 
held prejudice, th a t G eneral P orter did his 
whole duty iu the battle a t which he 
was 
adjudged 
to 
have 
played 
the 
traitor, the w eight of authority is w ith 
the 
new 
opinion, 
and 
not 
w ith 
the 
conclusions 
of 
the 
C ourt-m artial. 
In 
fact after such a com plete reversal of 
G ran t’s old ideas on th e whole subject, the 
m ost fixed believers in P orter’s guilt m ust 
find th a t th e foundations of th eir faith 
have been underm ined, while those who 
have from the first held th at the General 
was wronged will be all the more eager to 
have him vindicated. 
I t is of course im ­ 
possible in such a case to atone for the 
pa3t. 
No restoration of rank can compen­ 
sate for nineteen years of obloquy. 
No 
money paym ent can heal the wounded 
spirit of a brave soldier so persecuted. 
Y et th e U nited States cannot afford to act 
m eanly in a m atter of this kind. 
The 
restoration m ust be com plete in all re­ 
spects. 
There should be no haggling over 
dollars. 
A ll th at F itz John P orter can by 
any possibility claim w ould not be in any 
true sense paym ent for his injuries ; it 
would only be an attem p t on the p art of 
his country to palliate the injury it had in­ 
flicted upon him. 


KARL 
M ARX. 


I t is said th a t K arl M arx is dying. 
H e 
has filled 
a perfectly 
unique 
position, 
has wielded a great though ineffective in­ 
fluence, has been the center of all m anner 
of cloudy revolutionary m ovem ents which 
came to nothing. 
H e appears to have 
been born w ith a genius for conspiracy. 
H e was the M oltke of secret political or­ 
ganization. 
A ll th e m yriad associations 
of Italy and G erm any and France, and the 
sham 
conspirators of the U nited States 
also, 
were in com m unication w ith K arl 
M arx. 
He sat like a spider in the center 
of his web, and directed everything. 
No 
doubt he was a man of considerable po wer. 
H e m ust have had 
th e special power 
which comm ands th e obedience of men. 
And he created th e International. 
W e 
can ail remember, for it is a very few years 
ago, how portentously th a t organization 
loomed up a t first. 
I t was to be the or­ 
ganized expression of Labor all over the 
world. 
I t was to be th e m achinery by 
which Labor was everyw here to utilize its 
strength in affecting legislation. 
I t was to 
w ithstand the A bsolutist governm ents, and 
finally to overthrow them . 
I t was to put 
an end to W ars, and Tariffs, and Custom ­ 
houses, and national prejudices, and every­ 
thing tending to exclusiveness. 
In short, 
it was to fraternize th e whole world. 
The 
International 
held 
annual 
Con­ 
gresses, b u t th ey did no t do m uch good, 
for 
when 
it 
cam e 
to 
defining 
programmes 
m any foolish 
things 
were 
said, 
and 
it 
became 
disagreeably 
apparent 
th a t 
very 
m any 
of 
the 
m ost enthusiastic m em bers asked nothing 
more than a chance to upset all existing 
institutions. 
N evertheless the In tern a­ 
tional continued 
to 
grow. 
I t had its 
lodges everyw here, 
and it commanded 
money, and it possessed an elaborate or­ 
ganization, and had its regular organs, and 
appeared to be going forw ard in a business­ 
like way. 
Then came the Franco-Germ an 
war, and the closing horrors of the siege of 
Paris, and am id the fumes of petroleum 
and the sharp rattlin g crash of the platoon 
volleys at Satory, th e International disap­ 
peared. 
I t died of th e Paris Commune. 
From th a t tim e to this it has been inert 
and lifeless. 
K arl M arx was no t responsi­ 
ble for the blunders of his followers. 
He 
was a philosopher, and in the m odern way 
he sought the G reat Secret. 
B ut he lived 
to see his doctrines throw n asid e ; to see 
Bismarck stealing his thunder to check­ 
m ate the Socialists ; to sec French R epub­ 
licanism draw ing aw ay further every year 
from the principles of Sansculottism ; to 
see the Paternal theory of his dream s em ­ 
ployed to b uttress M ilitarism , and to post­ 
pone the em ancipation of Labor. 
He has 
lived a long and an eventful life, b u t how 
little of fruition ba3 blessed 
his pain­ 
ful labors. 
As he prepares to leave the 
world in which he has played so active a 
part he m ust surely feel th a t after all his 
endeavors th e w ork rem ains to be done 
alm ost from th e very beginning. 


SARGENT 
AND 
GOAT 
ISLAND 


If there is any one point upon which the 
average San Francisco editor ought to be 
sensitive, it is the form er raid against Sen­ 
ator Sargent because of the G oat Island af­ 
fair. 
If there is any illustration which a 
San Francisco editor ought to avoid, if he 
has any sense, it is th a t episode. 
To ac­ 
cuse M r. Sargent now of having done 
wroDg in connection w ith G oat Island, is a 
stretch of impudence and imbecility which 
perhaps no other paper than th e Chronicle 
would be capable of. 
F or it is m ost cer­ 
tainly understood of all men in California 
at the present tim e th a t Senator Sargent 
was thoroughly and com pletely rig h t in his 
proposition to give G oat Island to th e Cen­ 
tral Pacific R ailroad Com pany for a te r­ 
minus, and it is eqnally understood th at 
among the m any exceedingly foolish things 
San Francisco has done, her opposition to 
this scheme was one of th e m ost silly and 
Buicidal. 
T he policy w hich directed the 
opposition was a sheer dog-in-the-m anger 
policy. 
San francisco had no use for G oat 
Island, and was Dever likely to have, but 
her stnpid new spapers imagined th a t the 
way to get credit for public spirit was 


to resist everything 
that promised 
to 
benefit the public, and so they led the 
community in 
th a t 
preposterous 
cru­ 
sade. 
There can be no doubt that if the 
matter had to be determined agairi, Goat 
Island would be given to the railroad by 
an enormous majority. 
No honest man 
or journal any longer pretends to think 
that the foro.er position of San Francisco 
was right or defensible. 
They are all 
heartily ashamed of it, and they feel th at 
Mr. Sargentin this affair showed m uch more 
sagacity than they exhibited themselves. 
The attem p t therefore to find a leverage 
for abuse of Mr. Sargent in theG oat Island 
case is particularly ill-judged, and it shows 
how desperately hard up for accusations 
against him his enemies m ust be when even 
a professional black m ailer like the Chron­ 
icle is compelled to fall back upon so thin 
a charge. 
The sim ple tru th is th a t in the 
G oat Island case M r. Sargent represented 
tn e best interests of San Francisco and 
Calfornia w ith his custom ary fidelity, and 
but for the perversity and folly of a p art of 
the San Francisco press, he would have 
doubtless carried the proposition to a suc­ 
cessful issue, 
and have earned and re­ 
ceived the m ost sincere thanks of the com­ 
m unity. 
His good intentions were per­ 
verted by the malice of fools, b ut the wis­ 
dom of th e plan is no longer open to 
question. 


AGRICULTURAL 
INSTRUCTION.

D urst, the w riter, 
who thus, in a high sense, makes the 
p ipers original. 
To those unable to attend 
th e lecture course of the U niversity, and 
especially to the thoughtful agriculturists 
of advanced years, these pipers, supple­ 
m ented by their own experim ents, and 
weighed by the judgm ent of their ow n ob­ 
servation, will prove of profound interest. 
They will possess, indeed, a very high 
value as presenting in a practical and well- 
digested form the whole course of agricult­ 
ural instruction in the U niversity.

departm ent 
in 
the institution is 
pos- 
th e 
m ost 
ample 
facili- 
obtaining 
agricultural 
in ­ 
conducts 
an 
experim ental 
farm, and m akes a careful and constant 
study of the soils and products of the State 
and of all m atters relating thereto. 
The 
papers will he found to be of a character 
justifying th eir careful preservation either 
by filing or in scrap-books, and it is be­ 
lieved will do much tow ard th e dissem ina­ 
tion of practical inform ation concerning 
the advance and discovery being m ade in 
agricultural science.

GRANT 
AND 
LOGAN. 


I t seems th a t there is a quarrel between 
General Logan and some of the friends of 
G rant. 
I t appears to have grown quite 
naturally out of the w ounded vanity of 
both the chiefs. 
Logan thought he was 
r o t considered enough, and G rant thought 
Logan did not stand up sturdily enough 
for his friends. 
I t is fu rth er insinuated 
th a t Logan «com m itted the unpardonable 
sin in casting his audacious eyes upon the 
Presidency, and forgetting th a t th at honor 
was reserved perm anently for his m aster. 
G rant does not seem to have forgiven this 
at all, and General John has consequently 
found himself alm ost deserted by the men 
who still cliDg to the hero of th e Chicago 
Column. 
This, however, is not so sadden­ 
ing to either 6ide as the realization of an 
am bition for re-election on the part of the 
present incum bent of the W hite House. 
I t is said indeed th a t A rth u r does not 
attem p t to disguis.e his wishes on this 
hand, and th a t in consequence of his out­ 
spoken intim ations m any of 
the G rant 
stalw arts who have become weary of car­ 
rying th a t insatiable m agnate, have gone 
over to the President, pretending th a t they 
need not iu so doing change any of their 
political ideas. 
M eanwhile General Logan 
is called upon to fortify himself against 
w hat looks like a double desertion, for it 
really appears as though both G rant’s and 
A rth u r’s friends were about to repudiate 
him. 
The presum ed meaning ot all this is 
th at Logan has developed too much ambi­ 
tion, and has shown too feeble an apprecia­ 
tion of his past benefits. He is therefore to 
be shown th a t there is no room for another 
Presidential candidate ju st now, and th at 
he cannot count for help in regaining his 
seat iu the Senate, either upon the A dm in­ 
istration or the friends o ' G rant. 
As the 
people of Illinois, however, seem to be 
considerably tired of Logan, perhaps his 
enforced abdication m ay not be a cause of 
widespread regret after all. 


THE CANNON-CAMPBELL CONTEST. 


The indications are th a t Congress will 
refuse to adm it either Cannon or Camp­ 
bell, and thÍ3, as we have before eaid, 
seems to be the m ost logical and generally 
sound position to be taken, 
though it 
would be still more ju st if the fact of Can­ 
non’s ineligibility was ascertained. 
Of 
course it ¡3 allowable to reject him on the 
ground th a t he has no certificate, though 
th a t position savors too much of sharp 
practice. 
F or it certainly is not Cannon’s 
fault th at he has no certificate. 
He was 
unquestionably the recipient of the m ajor­ 
ity of the votes. 
In tru th he received 
nineteen-tw entieths of all the votes th at 
were cast. 
I t was th e plain d u ty of the 
Governor 
of 
U tah 
to 
give Cannon 
a 
certificate. 
The 
Governor 
violated 
his duty, and com m itted a flatly illegal act 
in giving the certificate to Campbell, who 
had beeD, not elected, bu t rejected, by the 
voters. Governor M urray's coarse in the 
m atter was characterized by equal folly 
and presum ption, indeed, and it proved 
him to be a m ost incom petent official. 
As 
to Campbell, he has no claim w hatever to 
a seat, since a bogus certificate is certainly 


no better than none at all. 
I t would, how­ 
ever, be scarcely dignified in Congress to 
oust Cannon on a technicality. 
If he is 
not a citizen that fact will furnish a per­ 
fectly good and sufficient ground for de­ 
claring that there has been no election ; 
but to refuse him a seat on the score of his 
lack of a certificate is like punishing a man 
for having had his pocket picked. 


THE SHIPPING 
QUESTION. 


The New Y ork Cham ber of Commerce 
has been struggling w ith th a t qnestion of 
the revival of Am erican shipping which so 
exercised the San Francisco Cham ber a 
short tim e ago. 
The New Y orkers do not 
appear to have brought any original ideas 
to bear upon the m atter. 
They are for the 
mosi p art content to travel in the old 
ruts. 
T heir principal suggestion is for 
tbe removal of duties upon th e m aterials 
employed in ship-building. 
This sugges­ 
tion would no doubt tend to facilitate the 
construction of ships, alw ays provided th at 
there was any dem and for them ; b u t the 
New Y ork m erchants do no t seem to have 
realized th a t before there can be a revival 
of the Am erican shipping trade there m ust 
be a revival of our foreign commerce. 
It 
would he of little use to build ships in this 
country if there was nothing to carry in 
them . 
I t is true th a t they m ight compete 
for the carrying trade of Europe, though 
th a t would be uphill w ork. 
B at they 
could not make it any easier to sell A m er­ 
ican m anufactures in foreign m arkets, and 
after all th a t is the m ain end to be sought. 
T he New Y ork Cham ber of Commerce will 
have to tu rn its attention to the tariff in 
other particulars than the m aterials in ship­ 
building. 
If it cannot bring itself to do 
this, and to face the actual situation, it 
m ight as well spare the public its plati 
tudinous and futile resolutions.

The debris case opened at 0.30 a . m. 
yesterday, in D epartm ent Two of the Supe­ 
rior Court, Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
Cross-examination of George G. Blanchard 
(by Attorney-General H art) continued—W it­ 
ness made a correction, by stating that yes­ 
terday he Btated th at the storage capacity of 
the reservoir ot the E l Dorado Deep Gravel 
and M ining Company was 1,000,000,000 cubic 
yards. 
I m eant to say cubic feet, instead of 
yards. 
The dumps are decomposing all 
the time, and some of their m aterial comeB 
down with every flood. 
The cement in the 
El Dorado gravel mines is very similar to this 
sample (Gonld No. 1). I t is composed of rock 
and cemented sand. 
A bout GO per cent, is 
rock. 
I t is not so hard as this blue gravel 
from the Indiana H ill pit. 
The lava overly 
ing the gravel in the Lyon mine is about 110 
feet deep. 
The lava in the Excelsior mine is 
very dark in color. 
This lava is not washed 
it is thrown down and put out of the way 
with derricks. 
A bout 10 per cent, of the 
lower gravel in the Excelsior is composed of 
sand. 
The balance of the mine is solid rock 
and cement. 
W hen I first saw the South 
Fork of the American river, near Coloma, 
the water was quite low. 
The banks were 
gravel and soil. The bottom was quite rocky. 
Silver lake originally was about two or three 
miles long and a mils and a half wide. The av­ 
erage depth was perhaps-10 feet. I t received its 
supply ot water from a creek th at constantly 
runs into it. 
I t has quite a water-shed, and 
the snowfall there is very considerable. 
The 
water-shed of this lake is fifteen miles long 
by ten miles wide. 
The dam that holds back 
the waters of Echo lake is a t the head of Os­ 
good creek. 
I t is six or seven feet in hight. 
l’hey draw the water from the lake to a 
lower point than its original level. 
N ot a 
drop of the water from Echo lake ever 
reached the American river, until brought 
there by the turnéis and canals of this com­ 
pany, constructed in 1878. 
Its waters form­ 
erly 
flowed 
into 
the 
L ittle 
Truckee, 
and 
there s 
into 
Lake 
Tahoe. 
If 
it were 
not 
for 
the 
impounding 
of 
the winter water in those lakes, the canals 
of this company during the summer months 
would not contain 500 inches of water. 
During the months of July, August, Sep­ 
tember and October, by drawing from tho-e 
lakes, they have a sufticieat quantity to fill 
their canals. 
The absorption and evapora­ 
tion of this water from the lakes to the 
points where it is used will, perhaps, equal 
30 per cent. 
[W itness described at great 
length the smaller lakes, reservoirs, tunnels, 
flumes, canals, etc , cf this company.] The 
absorption of new ditches is very great. 
After they are puddled and used for a long 
time the absorption is very slight. 
I have 
owned io, 
and know 
the 
gold 
yield, 
of the following 
m ire s; 
The 
Church 
Union, 
Grand 
Victory. 
Old 
Pacific, 
Volcano and Pocahontas. 
I base my judg­ 
ment of the amount taken from the mines of 
El Dorado county on the amount I have seen 
taken from the mines in which I owned, and 
of tbe amounts taken out of other mines that 
have cone under my observation. 
The mines 
of the county at present are deep diggings ; 
these old riv tr channels, seam and porphyry 
m ints ; they will last for many years, and it 
takes a considerable capital to open them be­ 
fore they can be mined. 
The Lyon mine has 
been mined along the old river bed for a dis­ 
tance of 1.500 feet, and those men have be­ 
come so experienced that they can tell by the 
formation of the gravel just about how much 
it will pay. 
[W itness described the forma­ 
tion of deposits in the different claims located 
ai.d being worked on this old river channel.] 
1 know of one instance where a man sold hi- 
mine for §80,000, and thought he was making 
a great bargain. 
In less than five months the 
purchasers took out of the same ground more 
than the purchase price, and to-day it is 
valued at §1,500,003.

Belcher)—I am a civil engineer, and re He in 
San Francisco. 
I have worked in the reclam­ 
ation district on Union Island, Staten Island, 
and in the Jersey district. 
I was engaged in 
thore districts about six years. 
U don Island 
contains ab m t 41 000 acres. 
>S at n Island 
about 
9,000, and Jersey district 
3,900. 
Tbe upper end of Union Island was terra 
fir-ura, but the balance was a peat formation. 
A smalt portion of Staten 1-laudon the upper 
end was earth, the balance peat. 
I have 
visited other islands ia the neighborhood. 
The Jersey and W ebb districts are not is­ 
lands, but they are peat formations. 
Ti e 
levees on the upper end of those islands where 
there was earth, were made with scrapers. 
Iu other places we made large, wide peat 
levees. 
They are signal failures. 
They de­ 
cay very rapidly, and are liable to be burned 
up. 
In other portions we bnilt retaining 
levees, and pumped in eaud with dredging 
pumps. 
P ra t seems to be a vegetable, 
fibrous growth. 
Its 
specific grav.ty is 
less than 
that of water. 
I t is epougv 
and very combustible. 
Levees made of 
peat have proven failures in every instance. 
They shrink one-fc»lf*in size, and when they 
dry, crack open. 
I have visited Grand and 
Sherman Islands. The levees on those islands 
have all given aw3y. 
The peat, when plowed 
up and cultivated, decays and shrinks to one- 
teuth its original depth. 
T hat is, if it was 
plowed to the depth of ten inches, this m a­ 
terial after being harrowed and cultivated, 
would shrink to a depth of one inch. 
Sedi­ 
ment makes better soil for the production of 
fruit and vegetables than peat. 
Weeds grow 
very rank in peat soil, and often take the 
crops. 
Peat contains no mineral substance. 
I know of no peat lands th at have been suc- 


Staten Island is between the forks of the 
MoVe nmne river. 
I went to Union Island

I was at ti at time in the employ 
of General Williams. 
Naglee owned the 
upper 
portion 
of 
Union 
Island.

fl >ods recede, grain, potatoes, onions, melons, 
and other produce, are raised very success­ 
fully. 
Have seen a few melons grown iu 
the gardens. 
I 
pumped some sand for 
the levees prior to the flood of 18S0. 
Since 
th at 
time 
I 
have 
pumped 
no sand. 
In the middle channels of the two branches 
of the M ikelumue we find some sand. Id o 
not know how far ab-ve Staten I-land the 
Cosumnes enters the M okelmine. 
I t 
is 
about twenty-five and a half miles around the 
island. 
I don’t know whether there is any 
hydraulic mining on the Cosumnes and Mo- 
kelumne or not. 
W hile I was on the island 
the deposition of slickens outside the levee 
amounted to about one and a half inches an- 
ually. 
L ast year about 300 acres were culti­ 
va td on the island. 
There was a very small 
crop raised on the island in 1878. The Isrvest 
crop was raised in 1879. 
They raised that 
year a fine crop, and the land produced well. 
I am not aware th at they have had any 
ir uble from sediment on Grand Island. 
W here the best orchards are located on that 
island tbe land is of a sedimentary formati >i. 
As far as I know, there has been no dep -it 
on Union I-land. 
The water during the last 
high flood stood on Staten Island to a depth 
of from 10 to 12 Let. 
I don’t know the 
depih of the filling in the bed of the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
I sourded the denth of the 
peat at the lower end of Staten Island and 
found that it was more than 40 feet. 


JA M ES W . MARSHALL 
Sworn : Direct, examination (by J. K. Byrne)— 
I came to California in June, 1845. from Ore­ 
gon. 
Since that time I have resided in this 
State. 
I discovered gold on the 19ih of Ja n ­ 
uary, 1848, at Coloma, in El Dorado county, on 
the South Fork of the American river. There 
were 30,000 to 35,000 people in El Dorado 
county from 1849tol852. 'That-was the ban* er 
county. 
She sent to tbe Legislature six Sen­ 
ators and fen representatives. 
The immi­ 
gration to California was caused by the gold 
discovery. 
In 1845 there was perhaps fifty 
people in the Sacramento Valley, exclusive 
of Indians. 
These were mostly trappers. 
I 
knew Captain Armatager, the Captain of tbe 
company of Hudson bay trappeis stationed 
in the Sacramento Valley. 
H e was here 
prior to 1830. 
W ten I came to California 
the inhabitants, the Indians and trapper., 
reported this entire valley, had been iu 1830, 
completely submerged. 
The whole valley 
with the exception of the Buttes was under 
water. 
The drift wood and debris remaining 
in the trees when I came here substantiated 
the truth of their statements. 


A fternoon Session. 
M r. M arshall continued—The flood of 1845 
and 184G covered all the present cite of the 
city of Sacramento, and cams within two 
feet of the floor of S utter’s Fort. 
I was in 
Coloma during the flood of 1849 and 1850. 
The largest flood I ever saw at Coloma was 
in 1861 and 18G2. 
T hat overflowed the lower 
portion, or Chinatown. 
I saw evidences of 
drift wood, however, that proved that the 
flood in some former year had been at least 
two feet and a half higher than the flood of 
18G1 and 1862. 
Ju st below the bridge at 
Coloma, the river is at least (»¡0 yards wide. 
I saw logs four feet in diameter th at had been 
1 >dged 25 feet above the river bed at Chile 
Bar, aDd considerable higher than any fl :ods 
have reached within the knowledge of the 
oldest inhabitants. 
Chile B ar is about three 
and one-half miles due north of Plaeerville. 
The river caried some sand prior to the time 
mining commenced. 
Tfie water at Coloma 
during high water will carry down tw enty 
times as much sediment now as it did prior 
to 1849. 
There were several sand bars in the 
Feather and Sacramento rivers, and one near 
the mouth of the American river in 1845. 
The last flood which I actually witnessed in 
the valley of tbe Sacramento was that of 1816. 
Cross-examination (by Attorney-General 
H art)—At the time I discovered gold at 
Coloma I was superintending the construc­ 
tion of a mill for Sutter and M arshall. 
A t 
th at time Mr. Sutter was engaged in raieiog 
stock a t the H ock farm, on Feather river. 
H e also had a farm near the fort, where he 
cultivated nearly a section. 
H iram Grimes 
and John Sinclair had large herds of Btock 
on w hat is now the Norris grant. 
They cul­ 
tivated about eighty acres. 
Mr. Leidesdortf 
also bad about five leagues of land in the 
neighborhood of Folsom. 
Weyman and Me- 
Comb were in the business of stock-raising, 
and occupied some of the land of Captain 
Sutter. 
Allen Montgomery and famiiv re­ 
sided on the American river, about four miles 
from the fort. 
Sheldon and Daylor, on the 
Co«umnes, had four leagues of iand, about 
1,400 head of caltle, and cultivated about 40 
acres. 
Jordan had a ranch on Cache ere k. 
Wolfskilf, on Pntah creek, cultivated about 
forty acres. 
Corduway, on the Yuba, had 
about forty acres under cultivation. 
These 
settlements I speak of as thev existed in 1845 
and 1846 and 1847. 
I was ODe of the party 
th at fought under the B :ar flag. 
Los An­ 
geles contained a population of about 1,000. 
Most of the Americans made their headquar­ 
ters in the nrkhborhood it San Jose. 
Nico­ 
laus Algeria was settled here when I came in 
1845. 
Question—Don’t yon know th at Nicolaus 
Algeria was a great stock owner, and had a 
great many horses ? 
Answ er—I don’t know as to that. 
He 
ought to have had s- me. 
I left some with 
him that I was never able to get again, 
I- thought when I first came to California 
that the country contained mineral, and that 
led to my discovery of gold. 
S utter com­ 
menced digging a race to a mill rite near 
Brighton in 1847. 
A great many soldiers 
were discharged here a t that time ; and ma y 
of them went to w- rk for Sutter. 
A t the 
time I came here I saw 
great many who 
witnessed the flood of 1830. 
I saw plenty of 
drift wood, pine, fir, oak and other timber, 
lodged in trees, which evidenced th a t the wa­ 
ter in 1830, or some year previous to 1845, 
hrd reached an immense fl od hight. 
The 
fort at Sacramento was about two and a half 
miles back from the Sa-ram ento river. 
The 
American river at th at time was a clear 
stream. 
Near its month it had a sandy bot­ 
tom. 
There were sonríe low eottonwuid trees 
on the north side of the river. 
I think there 
was twice as much water in the mountains in 
1861 and 1862 as there w„s in 1880 and 1881. 
I am satisfied, from evidences remaining along 
the banks of the South Fork, that fl >odr pre~ 
vious to 1848 were two and a half or three 
feet higher than it has been since th at time. 
I was in Sacramento shortly after the flood < f 
1849 and 1850, and saw the evidences of the 
hiah water in the shape of drift wood, etc. 
Redirect (to Mr. Byrne)—Hock farm was 
on the Feather nver, and owned by Captain 
Sutter. 
I went from S utter’s F ort to Hock 
farai once iu a boat.

I know of eighty stamps run­ 
ning on drift gravel.

There is mining going on, 
more or less, over the entire county. 
Since 
I have observed the South Fork, I have 
noticed no perceptiole change in its channel. 
Tbe fill in the river at Coloma is from 8 to 20 
feet deep. 
I t is composed of cobble and sand, 
and is very compact. 
Weber creek is ab ut 
thirty miles in length. 
The depth of the fill­ 
ing in thi3 creek varies iu different pbcee. 
A t M orrill’s bridge it is at least fifteen feet 
deep. 
In other places there is hardiy any. 
Tne banks of Weber creek are very irregular. 
Iu some places they are nearly vertical. 
A 
great many of the residents along Hang 
town creek have impounded tailings for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
I t mokes excellent and 
productive soil. 
I visited the Gold R un mine 
on the 19;h of November, 1881. 
I examined 
the material of the pit, the tunnel, the dump, 
and then followed down the N ort Fork from 
fl-e mouth of Canyon creek to Rice’s bridge. 
[W itness described the material comp sing the 
bottom of t.he mine ] I find by measurement 
th at the sewerage discharge from this city, at 
this tim--, to be 455,000 gallons ev.-ry 24 hours, 
I found four artesian welis at the head of 
Burns slough, tw i of them 60 fret*, one 70 
feet, and one 200 feet in depth. 
I examined 
them twice. 
They discharge about 435 gal­ 
lons per minute. 
The new canal carries off 
approximately, at the present time, about 
80,000 cubic feet of water per dry. 
Oa the 
14th of December I found the level of the 
surface of the water in Sutter lake (China 
slough) to be two and one half feet below 
that of the Sacramento river. 
The borders 
of the lake are cot particularly clean. There 
are large deposits of filthy material, garbage, 
etc , on the I street side of the lake, 
ft 
seems to be used as a dumping place for swill 
debris.

DESIRES TO MAKE SOME CORRECTIONS 


J . F , Talbott, recently a witness in the 
Gold Run case, now pending in the Superior 
Court of this county, takes issue with the 
testimony of witness H . H . Brown. 
The 
controversy relates to the early history of In­ 
diana H ill. 
Mr. Talbott, in a letter to the 
R ecord-U nion, savB : “ In his t-stim ony as 
published in the U n io n , Mr. Brown is re­ 
ported to have said, ‘I was one of a company 
of five th at first located on Indiana Hill, 
Our location on th at hill was pri -r to the 
organization of the mining district.’ 
The 
facts are, as I had strted. Numerous compa­ 
nies had located claims on tbe hill, and the 
mining district was as perfectly organized, 
according 
to 
the 
rules and customs of 
miners, long before he was known in the 
district, m it ever has been since. 
In ref­ 
erence 
to 
mining 
at 
Indiana 
Hiil, 
he says : _ ‘ Th-y commerc ed hydraulic m in­ 
ing th tre in 1853. The fi-st hydraulic mining 
I ever saw was a t Nevada City, in 1853. 
I 
went to th at place to examine this process at 
th at time, with a view of introducing the 
same process on Indiana H ill.’ 
As a fact 
in the history of that place, hydraulic mining 
had its origin right there, without being ‘in­ 
troduced ’ by Mr. Brown or anyor - she ; aud 
many of the improved appliances were origi­ 
nated by practical miners in that section of 
countiy. 
Regardless of the credit or censure 
th at may be a*taehed at this lime, and with­ 
out the remotest idea cf committing a nuis­ 
ance, early in the setn- m of 1853 I originated 
and put up the first hydraulic that was ever 
put up on In d ia n a Hiil, Gold Run, or on 
the Dutch F iat divide. 
I t consist'd of can­ 
vass hi sc, the water being discharged ihrough 
a wooden nozzle which I constructed, under 
a fifty or sixty-foot pressure, against the bank 
and grave!. 
I don’t suppose there was a 
miner in the district but w hat had seen this 
hydraulic in operation, and had his say 
about it.”

time in i-urvsying mines and canals in that 
section. 
I am well acquain'ed wi*.h the 
t-ipogrsphy of th at county, and have traveled 
over portions of it very frequently. I made a 
map of the entire county last year. The drain­ 
age of the cennty isabout 1,000 square miles— 
775 miles of it drains into the South Fork of 
the American river. 
I thmk that fully one- 
half of that area is, or has been, drift, gravel 
or hydraulic mining. 
Tbe average rainfall of 
the entire county is about 40 inches. 
The 
rainfall in Plaeerville f,.r tin " olb wing years 
was as follows : 1875-6 53 8ti; 1876- 7, 24 62 ; 
1877-8, 37 28 ; 1878 9, 38 iT ; 1879-80 52 60 ; 
1880-81, 48 04. 
The rainfall a t George­

The Views of the City Engineer 
their Ifficiency 
The present rise of the river and the possi­ 
bility of high water at this season of the 
year, which may test the bight and strength 
of our levees, makes the question of the capa­ 
bilities of the new pumping works, erected at 
Eighth and Y streets, and recently accepted 
by th9 city, of present interest. City En­ 
gineer L. F. Bassett being 
interrogated 
upon the subject of the efficiency of the new 
pumping machinery, gave the following in­ 
formation in reply : 
On Saturday, December 3d, at the com­ 
pletion of the new pumping works, the dis­ 
charge from our sewers was turned into the 
lake extending from 11 to Y, on the line of 
Seventh and Eighth streets, and continued to 
discharge there until the following Saturday. 
During that time there was a fall of rain ex­ 
ceeding two inches, and that toe was dis­ 
charged into the lake. On Saturday, Decem­ 
ber lOlh, the 
pumping 
machinery was 
started up at about 9 o’clock ia the forenoon, 
aud continued to run until about 5 o’clock of 
the next day, when it was stopped for lack of 
water to run longer. From the time the 
pump was started until the close of the test, 
it wa» run about as follows : from 9 until 12 
on Saturday it was run nearly up to its full 
capacity ; during the afternoon, at much be­ 
low full capacity ; dnnng Saturday night, at 
about three-fourths of it3 full capacity; all 
day Sunday it was run but slowlv, owing to 
a scarcity of water, the water having been 
pumped no low in the lake that the ditches 
leading to the pump could not keep it sup­ 
plied. 
The result of the above work furnishes a 
very fair test of the value of the arrange­ 
ment that has been provided for draining our 
city. 
As has been shown, the entire Bewage 
of the city for tight days, including a rainfall 
of more than two iuchee, was discharged 
from « ur city as described in what would be 
less than twenty-four hours luoniug of the 
pump up to its full capacity. 
During the short time that the pump was 
run in this way. the sewer pipes in the lower 
part of the city, which had become almost 
entirely filled with a deposit of mud from 
having an insufficient outlet, were nearly 
cleaned of the deposit and very much relieved. 
Tne general arrangement by which the above 
results have been attained is substantially as 
follows : From the end of the sewer-pipe at 
Sixth and V streets, a ditch has been cut 
through an old slough to Eighth and Y, con­ 
necting v-’ith the lake. The lake has been 
connected with the pumping works, where 
a pit or sump has been put in. over which 
the pump has 
been Bat. 
This 
pump 
is run by what would generally be rated at 
about a 50-horse power engine (from 50 to 
100), with the boiler of considerably greater 
capacity. From the pump a 20-d'ch pise 
passes through the levee, Having an nutlet 
into a flume which is so built aB to turn the 
water to the west. From the end of the 
flume the water followd the ditch on the out­ 
ride of the levee to Sixth street, where it en­ 
ters the sewer leading to the dramage canal. 
At the point where it enters the sewer it is 
prevented from flowing back into the city by 
an iron gate that has been put in the sew-r at 
that point. This gate also effectually ehuts 
the back or flood water out of the city. 
The boiler used for this work is a Sacra­ 
mento production, having been built by J. 
A. Cunningham at his boiler works on I 
street. 
It is the largest and strongest boiler 
ever built in Sacramento outside of the rail­ 
road shops, and is a great credit to its maker 
and to Sacramento. 
Mr. Richards, who 
had the contract dir.ctly with the city, and 
wno had the boiler made by Mr. Cunningham, 
says it is a better b filer, and more honestly 
constructed than any be could have had 
made in San Francisco ; also that it was fur­ 
nished at a cheaper rate than he could have 
got it for in that city. 
He further says that 
hereafter when he has to furnish boilers in 
connection with his work he shall come to 
Sacramento fcr them. The engine used at 
the pumping works was made in San Fran­ 
cisco. It is a good and weil-built engine, but 
not very highly finished. 
_ 
T h e pump that has been putin for drain­ 
ing our city is something of a novelty in this 
part of the country. It is called by the 
makers the turbine pump, and is of the cen­ 
trifugal type and similar to those commonly 
used in pumping out dry docks, and quite 
extensively used iu European countries for 
drainage purposes. 
It has, however, been 
somewhat 
differently arranged 
for 
our 
work, it being so arranged as to take every 
advantage possible oí the minimum lift. It 
is so placed as to discharge ata level with the 
surface of the ground on the outside of the 
levee. With the backwater standing at that 
hight, the amount that the water will have to 
be raised will be at a minimum. The ^maximum 
lift « ill come at such times as the backwater 
stands at its greatest bight, as, for instance, 
on a level with the high water of 1878. At 
such time the lift will be about seven feet 
greater than it was during the recent test, 
provided it should bo necessary to keep tbe 
water at as low a point on the inside as at 
present. This, however, will not bs neces­ 
sary, and the lift during e.xtreme high back­ 
water need not be much gieater than at pres­ 
ent, the pump being so arranged as to work 
equally well when entirely submerged in 
water up to a point only a few inches below 
the driving pulley. DuriDg extreme high 
water the pump will discharge into the water 
instead of into the air. This, however, will 
not make any practicable difference in the 
amount discharged 
by 
the pump, the 
resistance under 
such circumstance 
be­ 
ing 
only 
about 
one-eeventy-fifth 
part 
greater. 
By having the pump arranged 
in this way we avoid raising the water ssveral 
feet higher than is necessary during low 
water, to let it fall back again ; that is, we 
avoid requiring the water to “ inarch up hill, 
aud then march down again,” as a certain 
French army did in olden time. The pump 
is so built that it is very durable, and can be 
placed in constant service for a number of 
years, needing only slight repairs, those parts 
that are most subject to weur being easily 
and cheaply replaced. Quite large substances 
can pass through the pump without injuring 
i t ; in fact, almost anything that would be 
brought to it iu the sewage. 
In this connec­ 
tion it may be interesting to note that at the 
time the pump was first started up a large 
quantity of catfish were pumped out of the 
lake aud discharged into the ditch on the 
outside of the levee, several hundredcf them 
being caught by the boys and Ohinameu who 
happened along at that, time. Most of them 
were as large as those usually sold at the 
markets. 
. 
In connection with the subject of the drain­ 
age of our city, it may be stated that last 
winter considerable difficul y 
was experi­ 
enced in preventing the water from getting 
back into the city through the openings made 
in the levee for the purposes < f natural drain­ 
age. To prevent this hereafter, the follow­ 
ing precautions have bean taken : The old 
wooden culvert under the Y 6treet levee at 
Eighth street has been taken out, aud its 
place filled in with solid earth ; the gate in 
the old Burns slough channel at Sixteenth 


at great depth to lead the drainage of tbe 
city to the reservoir. Into such a sewer tbe 
Bipage during the time of high water would 
have bt en very great, requiring a large por­ 
tion of the power employed to discharge it 
I a addition to the greater cost of erecting tbe 
works for discharging into the river, the cost 
of operating the s ime would be much greater. 
In addition to the above reasons tbere are 
several advantages in the present location 
which make it by far the better plan. 
In tbe 
spring of the year the lake lying below R 
street, in tfe vicinity of Seventh and Eighth 
street", can be drained, thus preventing the 
stagnation of its waters, the malarious evapo­ 
ration from which has always heretofore been 
blown over our city by the south winds. 
After the lake ha" been drained it can be cul 
tivated for gardening during the summer sea­ 
son, aud the heretofore unsightly and disease- 
breedingi-lough converted into a fruitful field. 
With the puu.ping-weiks located at Eighth 
and Y streets, the drainage of the lower part 
of the city can be most easily i ffected, and it 
is to be expected that from this time a marked 
improvement will be observed in the drainage 
of that part of the city lying to the sm th of 
M street and west of Seventh street. Those 
living in that section need have no further 
fear cf having to move out of their homes be­ 
cause it rains a little harder than usual, for 
there is no probability that the water will 
hereafter rise hirh enough to cover the lower 
streets. In view of these conditions, there is 
no reason why property in that section should 
be depreciate! any longer, or that those hav­ 
ing property for sale in that section should 
hesitate to ask a reasonable price for it.

sign” 
of 
a distressingly 
dry 
winter 
and 
short crops have alw -ys been common 
during tbe early part of the seasons, an! that 
the most gloomy prophesies were made iu 
the same way in the season of 1861 2 preced­ 
ing the memorable fi md, wniib drowned out 
all the beaver an! wild pe se prophets. 
A 
large amount of tule land upon Grand Island, 
above Knight’s Landing, is being sown to 
grain. 
In additi n to the expected dry sea­ 
son, these lands are also now well protected 
from oveiflow, ns the levees upon the we t 
side, 
above 
Kaight’s 
Landing’, 
have 
been folly repaired and strengthened. 
The 
present g-ntle rains, which afford most favor­ 
able opportunity f >r the farmers to get in 
their crops if all kinds and to bring them 
forward when sown, are said to be working 
much against the reputation of the "never- 
failing tigns and observations of the old: at 
inhabitants,” and notwithstanding the price 
of wheat is now lower thau some time since, 
holders are commencing to dispose oí it in 
«mall lots. 
The Governor Dana brought 
down 1,100 Backs from her last trip, and has 
a cargo engaged f ir her next return from the 
upper Sacramento.

At the point 
where the discharge-pipe from the pnmp 
pa »es through the levee a double bulkhead 
has been put in, so as to effectually prevent 
the water breaking through at that point, as 
someiimes occurs where sach openings are 
made through embankment" without proper 
precaution. With these iaiprovemeote com­ 
pleted, and the work which is in contempla­ 
tion, of raising andstrengthening the Y-street 
levee the coming season, carried out, our eity 
can be considered eutirely safe from floods 
from the south. 
Question—W hat was the object in placing 
the pumps at Y and Eizhth streets? 
A n sw e r—The reason for locating the pump­ 
ing works at Eighth and Y streets may be 
s-ated briefly as follows : At that point was 
found a reservoir ready constructed for use by 
appropriating a portion of the iake for that 
purpose, aud by a small amount of ditching 
our sswers were quickly connected with the 
lake and the lake with the pump. At^ that 
point a good outlet is had into the draiuage 
canal ; and the hight to which the water has 
to be raised is less than at any other point, 
and much less than wuuld be necessary in dis­ 
charging into the river. The city has also in 
this way avoided the necessity cf purchasing 
any land upon which to construct the work-, 
everything having been placed within the 
lines of the streets. 
Q.—How about pumping into the river? 
A .—To have located the works so as to dis­ 
charge into the river would have required a 
very much larger expenditure in every way, 
as the hight to which the water would have to 
be raised would have been much greater, re­ 
quiring heavier machinery. The maximum 
iift in discharging into the river would have 
been from twenty five to thirty feet, as against 
from eight to twelve as at present arranged. 
In order to discharge into the river a reservoir 
of considerable capacity would have to be 
constructed near the bank of the river at a 
veiy great cost, as the excavation would have 
to be carried to a depth of from twenty to 
thirty feet, and walled up ; over half a mUo 
of large sewer would have to be constructs

E conomy in D ress —There is certainly 
a great economy in a woman’s adopting for 
occasions of ceremony one dress from which 
she never diverges. 
It becomes her char­ 
acteristic, and there is even a kind of style 
and beauty in the idea. 
The chanting 
fashions in color and material pass without 
affecting her. 
She íb never induced to buy 
anything because it is new. 
She is alwa) s 
the same. 
The dress in this case must 
have a certain simplicity. 
I t costs her lit­ 
tle thought and little time, and when the 
old edition, becoming worn, gives way to 
the new, the change is not perceived, nor 
is it noticed when the new in its turn be­ 
comes old. 
Such dress as this must of 
course lie within certain limits. 
Suppose 
it to be a black velvet; it would last, 
w ith care, at least five or six years. 
Suppose it to be white cashmere—a 
dress|of small c o st; it could, with care, 
last two seasons ; aud then, cleaned, last 
another season or two ; and then, dyed, be 
turned into a walking dress to last two 
seasons more. 
If a dress is put on with 
grace, its owner alone is aware of its de­ 
fects, and it is a kindness to the spectator 
if Bhe will keep her own secret. In France, 
and I believe aiso iu Italy, they have a 
poetic fashion of dedicating for a certain 
number of years (five, ttn, or twenty 
years, according to the parents’ fancy) 
yoncg girls to the Virgin. 
I do not know 
in what way they demonstrate this dedica­ 
tion except in the color of their dre<s, 
which is always, for all occasions, summer 
or winter, blue or white, or white and blue 
mixed. 
This affords more variety than at 
first 
thought 
it 
would seem 
to 
be 
capable 
of, 
for 
any 
shade of blue 
may 
be 
used. 
There 
is 
a great 
economy in deciding 
on a few 
be­ 
coming colors in their several shades, 
and confining one’s dress to these. Choos­ 
ing colors that harmonize with each other, 
like gray, black, purple, blue, yellow, 
white, and never buying any other colors, 
one may, in making over garments, use one 
w ith another so that nothing is wasted. 
I t is also important to know what point of 
dress to emphasize. 
For instance, one may 
expend a large sum on a gown, and if the 
shoes are shabby or ill made, the gloves 
worn, and the bonnet lacks style, the gown 
is entirely thrown away. 
But the gown 
may be no longer new ; it must now be 
carefully brushed and well put on, the cc 1- 
lar and cuffs, or other neck and wrist trim ­ 
mings must be in perfect order, the boots 
well made and well blacked, even if not 
new, the gloves faultless, and the bounet 
neat and stylish. 
The effect is of a well- 
dressed woman ; no man, and very few 
women, perceive that the dress is not a new 
one.—[Mrs. Dewing in Harper’s. 
F rozen 
A pr ic o ts.—Frozen 
apricots 
make a very delicious and cooling dessert 
at a comparatively small expense. 
Take 
one can of apricots (which costs 40 cents), 
a generous pint of sugar, a quart of water, 
a pint of whipped cream ; cut the apricots 
in small pieces, add the sugar aud water, 
and freeze ; when nearly frozen add the 
cream. 
Peaches can be used, if desired, 
instead of the apricots, but they will need 
more sugar. 
The beauty of all frozen 
dishes is in the care with which they are 
frozen. 
The ice should be pounded fine in 
a canvas bag, and a layer about five inches 
deep put in around the can, and then a 
thin layer of s a lt; continue this until the 
tub is full, packing down hard with a Diece 
of wood ; turn the crank a few times and 
then put on more ice and salt and pack 
down again ; the water should not be let 
oft, as it aids in the freezing; too much 
salt does not make as smooth cream, but 
the more used the quicker it is frozen; the 
crank should be turned slowly the first ten 
minute9, but very rapidly the last ten min­ 
utes ; when frozen remove the beater, 
scrape the cream from it, and then work 
the cream up and down with a large spoon 
until it is light and the space occupied by 
the beater filled ; then cover up, close, and 
set in a cool place until serving tim e; to 
remove it from the caD, dip in warm water, 
aud then turn out on plate.—[Miss Parloa. 
Q u in c e M a r m a la d e.— Pare, core and 
quarter some of the inferior quinces, and 
boil them in as much water as will nearly 
cover them, until they begin to break ; 
strain the juice from them, and for the 
marmalade put half a pint of it to each 
pouud of fresh quinces. In preparing these 
be careful to cut out the hard portion 
around the cores. 
Simmer them gently 
until they are very soft, then press them, 
with the juice, through a coarse sieve ; put 
them into a clean pan and boil until they 
form a dry paste ; add for each pound of 
quinces and the half pint of juice three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar finely pow­ 
dered, and boil the marmalade for half an 
hour, stirring it constantly. 
It should be 
very firm, and bright in color. 
If made 
shortly after the fruit is gathered, a little 
more sugar will be required ; aud when a 
richer and less dry marmalade is liked, it 
must be boiled a shorter time, aud an equal 
weight of fruit and sugar used. 
An Iris h R eceipt fo r D andelion 
Tonic.—This was taken down word for 
word by an Irish friend from an old 
woman not a hundred miles from Dublin : 
“ I’ll pull the dandelion just afcre it’ll 
blossom. 
I’ll pull it up, root au’ all. I ’ll 
take it to the river an’ wash it in a 
basket. 
I ’ll pound it on a large flag. 
W hen I'll have it pounded like chopt 
cabbage for pigs, I ’ll squeeze it into a 
bowl. 
I ’ll get my sthraiuin’ cloth on an­ 
other howl, an’ I ’ll squeeze the stuff into 
it. 
I’ll wash my sthrainin’ cloth next, an’ 
give it the second sthrainin’ ; its clane 
thin. 
Thin put a glass o’ brandy or owld 
sucrrite 
wan glass to a pint. 
Thin bot­ 
tle it. 
W hin ye’re takin’ it in the morn- 
in’ shake it. 
Take it in the mornin’ 
fastin’. 
W hin ye’ll have it tin minutes in 
y r a ly ye’ll tu r 111 arouu’ an’ ate any- 
tkin’,”—[Notes and Queries. 
R oast Capon.— After 
the 
capon is 
dressed or cleaned, sprinkle it inside with 
salt and pepper and stuff it with stale 
bread-crumbs powdered between the fin­ 
gers, mixed with a large piece of the best 
butter, and seasoned to taste with salt, 
pepper ar.d a little sage and summer 
savory. 
The amount of butter to be used 
depends upon how rich you want your 
stuffing to be. 
After the stuffing is in, 
sew up ycur capon neatly, pour a very 
little boiling water into the pan, and roast 
in the over, basting often. 
W hile the 
capon is roasting boil the giblets, gizzard, 
etc., and chop them fine for the gravy. 
W hen the capon is done take it out of the 
gravy, put the pan on the fire, and when 
the gravy bubbles add a teaspoon of flour, 
dissolved in a little water. 
Stir in a little 
boiling w a'er or stock, skim off the fat, 
add the giblets, etc., and season to taste. 


M a rb le Ca k e. — Dark part—One cup of 
brown sugar, one-half enpof molasses, one- 
half cup of butter, one-fourth cup of milk, 
yolks of four eggs, two teaspoonfuls of 
cloves, two of cinnamon, two nutmegs, one 
teaspoonful of baking powder, two cups of 
flour. Light part—One cup of white sugar, 
one-half cup of butter, one-fourth cup of 
milk, whites of four eggs, one teaspoonful 
of baking powder, one-half cup of flour; 
lay in layers or spots. 
This makes two 
large layers. 


C hocolate P o d d in g.—Melt two ounce* 
of butter, mix in two ounces of flour, sim­ 
m er to a soft paste in half a pint of good 
milk, sweeten with two ounces of sugar, 
and flavor with two ounces of chocolate. 
W hen cool stir in the yolks of four eggs 
well beaten, and the whites beaten to a 
enow ; pnt into a buttered mold imme­ 
diately ; put the mold into a fan half full 
of hot w ater; set in the oven and bake 
one hour. 
Serve with sauce. 


C u stard S o u ffl e — T w o scan t tab le­ 
sp oonfuls of b u tte r, tw o of flour, tw o of 
su g ar, oue cap fu l of m ilk, an d fo u r e g g s ; 
let th e milk com e to a b o il; 
b eat th e 


flour aud butter together, aud add to 
them gradually the boiling milk, and cook 
eight minutes, stirring often ; beat the 
sugar and yolks of eggs together, add to 
the cooked mixture, and set away to 
cool; when cool, beat the whites of the 
eggs to a stiff froth ; add to the mixtme ; 
bake in a buttered podding dish twenty- 
minutes, and serve immediately 
with 
creamy sanee. 
The materials can be pre­ 
pared in advance, but should not beccoked 
until just before it is wanted for the 
table.—[Miss Parloa. 
O r a n g e S a u ce —Orange sauce is com­ 
posed of the grated rind of bitter oranges, 
horse-radish, mustard, cayenne pepper, 
etc. 
It is as important an adjunct to ham 
as brown bread and butter to w-hitebait, or 
apple sauce to sucking pig, and brings out 
iu a marvelous manner 
certain 
deli­ 
cate aromas, certain 
hidden subtleties 
of flavor, which, without its aid, are al­ 
most imperceptible to an ordinary palate. 
C a rro ts 
a 
la C r e m e — Pick out the 
smallest new carrots that can be obtained, 
boil them in salted water till almost done, 
then drain eff the water. 
Melt one ounce 
of butter in a saucepan, add to it a dessert­ 
spoonful of flour, pepper, ealt, grated nut­ 
meg, a pinch of powdered sugar, and a 
small quantity of cream. 
P u t in the car­ 
rots, simmer gently a few minutes, and 
serve. 


A p p l e S h o rtc a k e —One quart sifted 
flour, two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, quarter of a pound 
of butter, sweet milk enough to make a stiff 
batter. 
Mix and roll out in one sheet. As 
soon as baked split the cake open, Bpread 
with butter and cover with nice strained 
apple sauce. 
Place the other half of the 
cake on this, and if liked, add sauce on 
top. 
Pour over all some rich cream. Serve 
hot. 
R ib b o n C a k e .—One cup of sugar, one- 
hall cup of butter, one-half cup of sweet 
milk, one large teaspoonful of baking pow­ 
der, two cups of flour, toree eggs, taking 
out two of the whites for frosting. 
Bake 
in three layers ; put spices and fruits in 
middle layer, between each light one put 
jelly, then frosting between each. 
L em on C h e e s e C a k e s. — Beat up equal 
parts of (say one-half pound) of sugar aud 
butter, the yolks of two and the white of 
one egg, with the finely-grated rind and 
the strained juice of two lem ons; line 
some patty pans with puff p aste; fill them 
with the mixture, aud bake in a moderate 
oven. 
B rea d O m elet.—Put a cupful of bread 
crumos into a saucepan, with about as 
much cream, salt, pepper and a very little 
nutmeg. 
Let stand until the bread has 
absorbed all the cream, then break six eggs 
into it, and beat together ; turn into a pan 
with a little melted butter, and fry like 
other omelets. 
A m bro sia.—Peel same sweet oranges, 
slice them and lay them in a glass dish 
with alternate layers of grated cocoanut 
and sugar to taste, putting a layer of cocoa- 
nut on top, and pouring over the whole a 
glass of good sherry. 
Place ou the ice till 
needed, and serve very cold. 
C u r r a n t C a k e .— One cup of sugar, 
oue-half cup of butter, one-half cup of 
sweet milk, three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one cup of English currants, roll 
then in flour; oue and one-half cups of 
flour. 


WISE WORDS 


WAS IT A SPIRITUAL MANIFESTATION? 


E ds. R ecord U n io n : Charles Hopper, 
who died in September of last year, in 
Napa valley, was trapping in the Rocky 
Mountains in the year 1833, in company 
with “ Peg-leg Sm ith,” whom many of 
your readers will remember. 
A t the same 
time a company of nine Frenchmen—trap­ 
pers also—had their camp on Green river, 
west of the mountains. 
Hopper aud Smith 
made their arrangements to visit the camp 
of the Frenchmen, to set out on a given 
day, the journey requiring three days. On 
the morning of the day they were to set 
out Mr. Hopper objected to going, giving 
as a reason that he had a dream sue night 
before in which he had a warning not to 
go. 
Smith laughed at what he called Hop­ 
per’s superstition, aud induced him to start 
on the trip. 
The next night he had the 
same dream, and on the following morning 
renewed his objection, and again Smith 
overcame them. 
But on the second day he 
felt an impression that he was doing wrong 
to pay no heed to his warning monitor, and, 
stopping the pack-animals, protested that 
there was imminent danger ahead. 
Smith 
became furious, and accused his companion 
of cowardice (a braver man never walked), 
and again he was induced to resume the 
journey. 
That night the same dream came 
to him again, and was followed by the same 
objection as before, and again he was per­ 
suaded to go forward. 
But about the mid­ 
dle of that, the third day, and the last of 
their journey before reaching the camp of 
the French trappers, to use his own words, 
“ I was brought up with a jirk which al­ 
most threw me off my horse, and I was told 
by something to go no further—there was 
danger ahead,” and they went no further. 
That night the Frenchmen were all m ur­ 
dered by the Indians. 
Many will remem­ 
ber the history of their massacre, as pub­ 
lished in the papers afterward. 
In the year ÍS40, Mr. Hopper, together 
with Colonel Cftilds (now of Napa county) 
and five or six others, came to California, 
and returned the next year to the ¡state of 
Missouri. 
On their return, after reaching 
the gorges of the Rocky Monntains, the 
little party camped on a small knoll or 
mound, in anticipation of a storm of rain 
th at night. 
After retiring, and all had 
fallen asleep, Mr. Hopper waked Colonel 
Childs, and told him there were Indians 
about. 
Up to th at time, not au Indian 
had been seen. 
Colonel Childs asked him 
why he thought so? The answer was, he 
bad dreamed so and so. 
The Colonel 
laughed at what he called Hopper’s super­ 
stition, and all went to sleep again. 
After 
a little, the same dream and awaking of 
the Colonel, who protested against being 
disturbed, and again all went to sleep. 
But the dream came the third time, when 
Mr. Hopper whisperingly called up the 
sleepers, assuring them that their camp 
was surrounded with Indians ; and taking 
his gun, he crept into the darknees, some 
distance from the camp, and detected the 
voices of the savages in whispered con­ 
versation. 
When daylight came, the 
camp was found to be surrounded by 
about 400 Indians, who had mistaken the 
little company of travelers for a wander­ 
ing band of their enemies, w ith whom they 
were at war. 
These, with numerous other strange ex­ 
periences in his life, were told me by Mr. 
Hopper at different times some years ago, 
when I used to take great pleasure in 
camping out with him, on his bear hunts, 
in the region about Clear lake, before that 
country was settled and organized into 
Lake county. 
I frequently observed, in 
our hunts, he would send me around some 
“ p in t’"of a hill, as he called it, without 
satisfactory reasons to me, and I thought 
to watch him to learu the cause ; and more 
than once or twice I discovered him on the 
ground, on his knees in prayer. 
W onder­ 
fully strange man? W hether the angels 
stooped to whisper in his ear or touch his 
heart, I know not.

attained exalted reputation among all classes 
of our citizens, as will appear from the fol­ 
lowing statement of facts embodying the 
partial result of his investigation.

Joseph McGill has refused $5,000 for his 
half interest in the New York Ledge mine, 
Fort Jones, S skiyou. 
The fifty-five tons 
of ore lately crusned averaged $-tl per ion. 
A great deal of work is beiug done on 
claims situated on the south side and to­ 
wards the head of M ill Creek canyon, Inyo 
county'. 
J. B. Osborne, N. N. Hasson, H. L 
I»rew and J. D. Boyer have sold their in­ 
terest in the Armagoza Minine District, 
San Bernardino county, for $22,500. 
A t the S:ate Line mine, the Inyo Indr- 
peivicnl reports that water-tanks, store­ 
houses and assay office are now being built, 
and when the water-line is completed the 
company will employ about 125 men. 
The 
m ill has 40 stamps, and it is proposed to 
raise and reduce 100 tons of ore every 
twenty-four hours.

Outlook. 


AOOOUSTS STILL ENCOURAGING. 


No Question but a Prosperous Year 
is in Store for California. 


[8PBC7AL BY TKLEGRAPH TO TUB RRCORD-UKION.] 


Contra fo sta. 
M aktikkz, January* 6th.—Contra Co3ta count} is 
principally devoted to farming and grazing, wheat 
being the staple. 
Vines and fruit have not received 
their due share of attention, although the hillsides 
afford mauy favorable opportunities for good la ds 
at reasonable prices for such purposes. 
Prices of 
land vary—for good tillable hill land, from $20 to 
$30 per acre ; valley land, $60 to *75 per a cre : im­ 
proved lands are proportionately higher. 
Much of 
the lower-priced hill land can be purchased for from 
$6 to $12 
Last year was unfavorable for grain, but 
the fruit crop was an average one. The areas seeded 
are large, and fanners will be through in two weeks. 
The rainfall has been good, with much fog. 
The 
m anufacturing interests of the county are small, and 
bu t lifct e inducement is held out for immigration 
or general enterprise, and but few improvements 
are being made. 
A new railroad from Oakland, via 
Lafayette and W alnut creek and up the San Pablo, 
is graded to San Pablo, and opens communication 
with the wheat-growing portion of the county. The 
new town of Crockett, six miles west of Martinez, 
exists on paper. 
A fine three-story hotel, aud a 
large brick structure for the manufactory of Mr. 
Hcald, of Vallejo, is nearly completed. 
It will em ­ 
ploy about 200 workmen. 
W ith the opening of 
8priug the town will doubtless take stip s in ad­ 
vance. 
The Grange warehouses aud other store­ 
houses at Martinez, Antioch and P ort Costa are 
stored with grain to overflowing, and new ones are 
being built to m eet the demand. 
The new ferry, 
boat Benicia has ju st been completed, and com­ 
menced her trips between Martinez and Benicia 
F r e s n o . 
F resno, January 5th —The year, so far as this 
section of the San Joaquin valley is concerned, does 
not open as propitiously as could be desired, in con­ 
sequence of the probability of this being a dry sea­ 
son. 
So far the rainfall has not been sufficient to 
wet the ground for plowing new land, and the re­ 
sult is th at many of the new' settlers will be unable 
to get in crops, even though rain should now come. 
On the irrigated land»?, however, the usual crops 
will be raised. 
F ru it culture and the growing of 
alfalfa is mostly confined to the irrigated lands, al­ 
though in the vicinity of Selma, Kingsbuig and 
Wildflower the grain lands are irrigated. 
A large 
area of new land will be planted to .vineyards this 
season, the acreage being estimated at> above 3,000. 
The drought has caused an increased demand for 
w ater for irrigation, and the area of irrigated land 
will be nearly doubled this season. 
Irrigated lands 
sell at from $20 to $50 per acre, while land outside 
of the irrigated belt sells at from $3 to $5 per acre. 
Town property is continually advancing in value, 
and the sales are active. Twenty new buildings are 
in course of construction in the town. 
The town 
has increased in size and population fully one-third 
during the year. The growth of the county has been 
fully as rapid and surprising as th at of the town. 
K e r n . 


B a k e r s f ie l d , Jan u iry 5th.—Farming operations— 
plowing aud sowing grain and alfalfa—are proceed­ 
ing throughout Kern valley actively. The area in 
crops of all kinds will be much larger than last year. 
Five or six hundred acres will be planted in cotton. 
There has been very little rain thus far, but the 
pr «pects of a dry sea.on give rise to no discourage­ 
m ent among the fanners. 
There is always abund­ 
ance of w ater in Kern river, and there are ample 
irrigating canals to conduct the water all over the 
agricultural portions of the valley. There is, how­ 
ever, a feeling of discouragement among stock men 
who have no lands in the valley. Those who have 
are jubilant over the prospects of high prices for 
fat cattle, ifcc. 
General business was never bet­ 
ter. 
The 
prospect of 
a 
competing 
line of

an inch haviDg fallen on Tuesday. 
The weather i*

Merchants generally report a decidtd im ­ 
provement in trade, the am ount being largely in­ 
creased. The m anufacturing establishm ents have 
been running full-handed, and the absence of an 
array of unemployed men shows that labor is in good 
demand ; and this notwithstanding the fact that 
the punlic improvements,which have for several yeais 
past served to tide over the winter m ontbs with the 
workingmen, have been almost entirely suspended. 
Taxes have been paid with commendable prom pt­ 
ness, and this, in connection with the unusual vol­ 
ume and character of the holiday trade, shows th at 
the people at large have money in their pockets. 
Exports of wheat have been in excess of any 
previous 
year, 
and 
other 
merchandise has 
been largely exported, 
including 
particularly 
flour, wines, braudies, green and dr.ed fruits, canned 
goods aud other products. The only branch of busi­ 
ness that appears to have been under a cloud is that 
of speculation in mining stocks, and the dul ness in 
that line may be fairly attributed, in no small 
share, to the prosperity- in other pursuits. 
Means 
which here so often before have been sucked into 
that maelstr->m, have been diverted into safer chan­ 
nels of investm ent. 
Real estate during the year 
has been generally quiet. 
Transactions have been 
rather limited, and no great improvement in price 
has been noticeable, except for first class business 
property, and in one or two localities for residence 
purposes. 
With the coming year an advance is 
looked for, as the steady recovery from the late 
business depression is sure to result before long in 
a speculative demand for city lots 
Building, 
with few exception, has 
been mainly confined 
during the year to residences, of which quite a 
num ber have been erected, cf a value of *5,000 to 
$50,000. 
A movement has been going on along the 
Cliff House road, and in the vicinity of Ocean 
Beach, that cannot fail at an early day to greatly 
enhance the value of property in th at vicinity. 
Adolph Sutro has been particularly prom inent in 
this m atter, having purchased largely on both sides 
of the road. 
Preparations are now being made for 
reclaiming the sand duoes south of the road and 
opeuing th at tract for building purposes, and a 
large hotel and summer resort will I c built near the 
beach. 
In business quarters, the mo3t notable im ­ 
provements are the fine building of Mr. Phelan, 
going up between M arket and O’Farrell streets, at a 
cost of over a million dollars, and J. G. Fail’s 
new block, corner of Pine and Sansome streets, 
which will also be a very costly building. 
In rail­ 
road m atters, the two most notable propositions 
have been the application of the Bay Shore Railroad 
for a lea9e to girdle the city with tracks, aud of the 
Ocean Shore Railroad to enter the city near the line 
of the Presidio reservation, circling round North 
Beach. The former scheme, after a hard struggle, 
was defeated, although the old Board of Supervisors 
only yielded to the power of injunctions in connec­ 
tion with the vehem ent protests of the press mid 
people. The Ocean Shore proposition is bow under 
consideration by the new Board of Supervisors in 
see et session, with a prospect of its approval, 
with possibly such modification as will render 
it a benefit instead of injury to the future of the 
city. 
Tlse banking business during the year has 
prospered with other interests. The year opens 
with a better supply of coin in circulation and in 
bank than twelve m onths ago. There has been a 
fair demand for money at moderate rates. 
The 
savings banke have gradually reduced their rates 
to 7 to 9 per cent, oti city property, assuming the 
taxes. 
Altogether, the record of the city for the 
past year is satisfactory, and the promise of the fu­ 
ture seems based ou the solid foundation of re­ 
stored confidence. The communistic tendencies de­ 
veloped by the hard tim es of previous years have dis­ 
appeared in the presence of industrial activity, and 
San Francisco is likely to experience a healthy 
growth in harmony with the development of the 
intorior.
